G. O. No. 36, WAsutneton, April 25, 1876. 


By direction of the Secretary of War, G. O. No. 51, 
of 1871, from this office, is hereby revoked and the 
following substituted: In future the amount charged 
against tue pay of an enlisted man on the muster and 
pay-rolls for indemnification of loss or Camage to Gov- 
ernment property will not exceed the value of the arti- 
cles alienated, or the amount of damage, or of cost of 
repairs; and*such charges will be made in conformity 
with pars. 1927 and 1028, Revised Regulations for the 
Army, of 1863. The soldier will be informed at the 
time for signing the rolls that his signature will be re- 
garded as an acknowledgment ‘of the justice of the 
charge set against his pay; but in case he objects to 
signing the rolls and demand a Court-martial, and in 
cases of loss from stealing, selling, gross neglect, or 
other illegal disposition of or damage-to public pro- 
perty, such as should subject the offender to punish- 
ment in addition to making good the loss to the United 
States, he will be proceded against as provided for in 
the 16th and 17th Articles of War, Revised Statutes of 
the United States. When the value of the property or 
the amount of the damage sustained does not exceed 
one month’s pay of the soldier accused, a Regimentul 
or Garrison Court-martiai—or in time of war a Field 
Officers’ Court—mauy be. resorted to; but when the 
stoppage, in case of conviction, will properly excced 
such pay, «a General Court-martial must be ordered. 
Whenever a soldier deserts the service prompt investi- 
gution shall be made by a Board of Survey to ascertain 
what articles of Government property have been lost 
or abstracted by him, and the money value thereof 





or as soon thereafter as practicable. The proceedings 
of this Board will contain a list of the articles, and 
their value, for which the deserter is responsible, and 
a copy thereof will be forwarded with the muster-rolls 
on which the articles are charged. 





No Special Orders were issued from the Adjutant- 
General's Office on Wednesday, April 26, and Monday, 
May 1, 1876.

PAY DEPARTMENT. 


In the Senate on the 3d of April, the Committee on 

Claims presented a long report against the bill for the 
relief of Major Nicholas Vedder, Paymaster, U. S. A. 
The relief asked was for $6,500 alleged to have been 
stolen in 1868, and for $1,500 lost by a clerical error. 
The Committee say in concluding: ‘‘It may be, and 
doubtless is, very hard that petitioner be held account- 
able for this loss. Congress, however, has, as we have 
seen, furnished a tribunal which was held open to him 
for two years; a tribunal, too, havisg almost full 
equitable powers, where he could present his evidence - 
and obtain relief. This jurisdiction he failed to in- 
voke. If there be kardship, it is but another one of 
those instances where it results from the want of suffi- 
cient evidence, and a case which it is safer and better 
to leave the loss where it falls than to establish a pre- 
cedent which would be fraught with the greatest dan- 
ger, and under which, we feel bound to say, almost 
every accounting-ofticer, in case of loss, could, upon 
establishing his good character, and a mere suggestion 
or supposition that some other person had been guilty 
of dereliction in duty, ask and obtain congressional aid 
or assistance.”

Comments on Courts-martial Proceedings.—In the case 
of Francis W. Dumoulin, sentenced by G. C.-M. to 
be dishonorably discharged and confined for three 
years, General Ord, commanding Dept. of Texas, 
remarks: The prisover is charged in the first, second, 
third and fourth specifications with making certain 
fraudulent erasures and alterations in the company 
clothing book; and in the fifth specification with 
making certain fraudulent entries therein, which, on 
examination, prove to be the reiteration of the erasures 
and alterations mentioned in the second and fourth 
specifications. These alterations, etc., ure in that part 
of the accused’s own account which extends through 
the years 1874 and 1875, but are all specified as having 
been made on or about the 31st day of December, 1875. 
In the proceedings there is nothing on record to show 
that the offences alleged in the first four specifications 
were committed on or about Dece:nber 31, 1875. There 
is no proof, indeed, that the clothing book was ever 
made out properly before being altered, as alleged in 
the specificatious, or that the figures and entries therein 
alleged to be altered were evei correctly entered, as it 
is not testified that, upon the completion in the book 
of the semi-annual settlements of 1874 and the first 
one of 1875, the books were examined and then found 
correct. The principal, and only material witness, the 
company commander, in fact, distinctly testifies, in 
answer to a question of the accused, that he did not 
verify the settlements of June 30 and December 31, 
1875, until after the prisoner had been relieved as com- 
pany clerk, which appears to have taken place in Janu- 
ary for some cause not stated, he, the prisoner, not 
being then suspected of what he is‘charged with. In 
all the testimony the only direct evidence tendirg to 
show the prisuner’s connection with the ulleged fraudu- 
lent erasures and alterations, is, that in that part of the 
clothing book devoted to the computation and settle- 
ment of the prisoner’s account for the six moaths 
ending December 31, 1875, the amounts as alleged to 
have been fraudulently altered in the second and fourth 
specifications, which are repeated and used as if they 
were correct, are entered in the handwriting of the 
prisoner. This adoption by the prisoner of previous 
errors on the face of the book which are not proved 
to have been made by him, even when coupled with 
the presumption arising from the fact that they were 
all in his tavor, is scarcely sufficient, consideriug all 
the circumstances, and without further corroborative 
evidence, to establish with the conclusiveness demanded 
in criminal jurisprudence, either the fraudulent making 
of the errors by the prisoner ‘or his guilty knowledge 
in entering them as correct. The proceedings are 
approved. The findings and sentence are disapproved. 
}’rivate Dumoulin will be released from continement 
and returned to duty. 

In the case of A. W. Dunlap, private Co. C, 8th 
Cavalry, General Ord remarks, that one of the main 
facts in the case that a prisoner named Curley did 
escape is not proved properly in the evidence for the 
prosecution. This is ovly to be inferred from answers 
to questions put by the Judge-Advocate to the sole 
witness for the prosecution, which questions assume 
that a prisoner named Curley did escape. Pregnant 
questions, or questions which assume an allegation 
contained in a specification, are not legal. The 
evidence for the prosecution is very unsatisfactory, so 
unsatisfactory indeed that if the Judge-Advocate had 
exhausted all accessible proof he should have made a 
record of the fact for the benefit of the reviewing 





authority. The escape of the prisoner Curley is, how- 
ever, sufficiently substantiated by testimony of witnes- 
ses for defence contained in answers to questions put 
by the court. Subject to these remarks, the proceed- 
ings, findings and sentence are approved, but in view 
of the unanimous recommendation to mercy of the 
members of the court on account of the youth and in- 
experience cf the prisoner, and the short time he has 
been in service, the sentence is remitted. He will be 
released from confinement and returned to duty (G. C.- 
M. O. 11, D. Tex.)

THE BELKNAP IMPEACHMENT. 


On Thursday, April 27, Wm. W. Belknap sub 
mitted his rejoinder to the replication of the House, 
and the surrejoinder of the latter was read, the sub- 
stance of which was published last week. Mr. Lord, 
of the managers, then moved the following order: 

That the evidence on the questions pertaining to the plea to 
the jurisdiction of this court be given before the arguments 
relating thereto are heard, and if such plea is overruled that the 
defendant be required to answer the articles of impeachment. 
within two days, and the House of Representatives to reply if 
they deem it necessary within two days ; and that the trial pro- 
ceed on the next day after the joining of issne. 

This order he sustained in a short speech, when Mr. 
Carpenter, of counsel for the defendant, suddenly filed 
a “similiter,” demanding trial on the merits, and moved 
an adjournment of the whole case to the first Monday 
in December. The managers objected, and two hours 
were allowed to each ais for argument, Mr. Blair 
opened for defendant. He took the ground that there 
was no necessity for haste, that justice requires delibera- 
tion, and that in the case of a trial before a body like 
the Senate, composed cf active political partisans of 
two parties, each of which was interested in condemn- 
ing the defendant, as a party measure to affect the 
chances of its own side in the presidential election, 
the necessity for deliberation was still greater. That 
Belknap is now a private citizen, and that he is entitled 
to a fair and impartial trial, which is impracticable in 
the present excited state of public opinion. 

Mr. Black followed. He enforced the same line of 
argument as Mr. Blair, but the most impressive part of 
his speech was where he said, after vehemently assert- 
ing his client’s innocence of the crime laid to his 
charge: ‘‘ Standing then before you in that attitude,’ 
as an innocent man accused of an infamous offence, 
he demands a rigid scrutiny of the evidence against 
him and a patient hearing of his answer. I am far 
from saying that the managers will not make gut a 
most formidable case. They have not come here with 
a mere empty accusation which we can afford to 
despise. They have not made this assault upon the 
accused without weapons in their hands which they 
think will fatally wound him. No Quaker guns are 
mountedjupon their battery. The artillery levelled 
upon us is loaded to the muzzle with what kind of 
ammunition I am not sure that 1 know just yet. But 
every fact and circumstance, moral or material, which 
they are able to produce will be met by aclear and 
simple, though it may be an elaborate explanation. 
The answer will be satisfactory when it comes, but it 
is inexpressibly painful to produce it. Rather than 
bring his real defence before the public, my unfortu- 
nate client would suffer anything except the total loss ~ 
of his reputation. But he has earned a good name by 
a life-time of well-doing. It is the immediate jewel of 
his soul, and, like every gentleman who is properly 
constituted, be dreads the loss of it a thousand times 
more than death. ‘The House took him at a horrible 
disadvantage. If that Committee on War Expendi- 
tures, which has pursued him with such remorseless 
activity, had taken him out and shot him in the public 
square, it would have been _a visitation of mercy in 
comparison with what they diddo. If they are his 
mortal enemies (which I do not believe they are), let 
them rejoice, for the day of his calamity iscome. He 
has already suffered as much torture as human nature 
is able to bear.” 

He closed with an appeal to the Senate to cast aside 
party passion, and try the case with a single eye to 
justice. Without hearing the managers, the Senate 
concluded to deny the motion for postponement, and 
then adjourned to Friday. 

On Friday, Mr. Carpenter and Mr. Lord argued the 
question of a postponement for two weeks, and the 
Senate retired for consultation,Jafter which it was 
ordered: 

First. ‘‘ That the Senate proceed first to hear and 
determine the question whether W. W. Belknap, the 
respondent, is amenable to trial by impeachinent for 
acts done as Secretary of War, notwithstanding his 
resignation of said office; and that the managers and 
counsel in such argument discuss the question whether 


‘| the issues of facts ure material and whether the matters 


iu support of the jurisdiction alleged by the House of 
Representatives in the pleadings subsequent to the 
articles of impeachment cin be thus alleged if the same 
are not averred in said articles.” 

Second. ‘‘ That the hearing proceed on the 4th of 
May, 1876, at twelve o’clock and thirty minutes P. M.; 
that the opening and close of the argument be given to 
the respondent; that three counsel and three managers 
may be heard in such order as may be agreed on 


between themselves; and that such time be allowed for 


argument as the managers and counsel may desire.” 

Senator McDonald, of Indiana, moved a reconsidera- 
tion of the second order, and the court adjourned to 
Monday, May 1, pending the debate. 

On Monday the motion of reconsideration was 
argued, as to the closing of the argument, on jurisdic- 
tion by the defendant or ‘‘ respondent,” as he is calied 
in the proceedings. The reconsideration was voted 
down, and the court adjourned to May 4.

The sea continued to break clean over the 
light-house for ten hours after the gale abated. The 
light-house was carried away some twenty-five years 
ago by a similar gale, the fury of which we well 
remember.

Zimes, of April 7th, composed of extracts from cor- 
respondence, dated Kiowa and Comanche Agency, 
Fort Sill, I. T., and giving a horrible account of the 
laxity of discipline, the conduct of both officers and 
men, the treatment of Indians, and other allegations 
tending to show a complete demoralization of the mili- 
tary command of Fort Sill. To these wholesale accu- 
sations, our correspondent offers a very indignant de- 
nial, and enters into the subject at great length, 
requesting us to publish it. While we sympathize 
entirely with him, we yet recognize that there is no 
necessity for emphasizing the denial in a paper 
like ours. Whatever calumnies are heaped on 
the Army now, by the agents and friends of 
the doomed Indian Bureau, the people have ceased to 
believe them, and even Congress has shown its disbe- 
lief by the passage of the bill transferring the bureau 
to the War Department. Let the old worms of the 
Indian Agencies wriggle as much as they please, their 
time has come, and they will soon be swept away from 
the public crib, where they have fattened so long amidst 


the grain. 








Tue montbly meeting of the directors of the National 
Rifle Association for the present month was marked 
by an act of great generosity. Colonel Wingate, on 
behalf of the Range Committee, reported the receipt of 
$1,000 from the Winchester Arms Company, for the 
purpose of erecting a parapet behind the ‘“ running 
d2er” target, which the company also proposes to give 
to the association. This sum completes a gift which 
must aggregate nearly three thousand dollars in value, 
from this public spirited company, to further the cause 
of rifle shooting, and especially of that most useful of 
all kinds, off-hand shooting at a moving target. There 
may be, and are, many opinions as to the practical 
valne of long range shooting ; and military experts are 
inclined to set it very low, the conditions of battle, with 
unknown distances and moving objects, being so dif- 
fereat from those of the rifle range. Of the positive 
utility of off-hand shooting at a moving object no one 
can have any doubts. It is real practical shooting, 
such as comes into play in hunting and in war at any 
and all times. There can seldom be a time or place in 
either when it is not of use, and very frequently it is 
the only thing possible, when long range shooting is 
quite impracticable. 

It is true, that for this kind of shooting the special 
arm made by the Winchester Arms Company offers 
more advantages than can possibly be claimed for any 
breech-loaders, but that fact does not alter the value 
of the practice which can be made with the running 
deer, or the generosity of the givers. With a maga- 
zine rifle, such as the Winchester, a man has several 
chances to the one of a breech-loader, and if the use of 
the running deer tends to show the value of the maga- 
zine weapon to the general public, it will only confirm 
the testimony of the Jate Army board, to the effect that 
the magazine rifle must finally supplant the breech- 
loader, as the latter has the old muzzle loader.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Monongahela, Captain L. A. Kimberly, has 
sailed from Port Royal, 8. C., for Portland, Me. 

THE Powhatan, Ossipee, Lehigh, and Manhattan ar- 
rived at Port Royal, 8. C., May 2. 

Tue Franklin, flagship on the European station, ar- 
rived at Ville Franche, April 12. 

Tne Supply with articles for the Centennial from 
Europe arrived at Gibraltar, April 6, and April 8 was 
getting under way to return to the United States. 

Tne Congress sailed May 2 from Port Royal, 8. C., 
for Philadelphia, and the Powhatan the afternoon of 
the same day for Norfolk, Va., to tow the store ship 
New Hampshire to Port Royal. 

Tue Committee on Naval Affairs have, the N. Y. 
Zimes reports, sent a letter to Secretary Robeson re+ 
questing that Paymaster Bradford, who has been the 
Purchasing Paymaster in London, be immediately re- 
called. They want him for a witness, for one thing. 

In the Spalding Court-martial the testimony of Pay 
Inspector Doran, who was detailed to make an ex- 
amination of Spalding’s accounts and ascertain the 
amounts due Montaguie Farwell, Hanscom, and others, 
from July, 1874, to September, 1875, shows the legiti- 
mate indebtedness in round numbers to be $120,000, . 
but the certificates issued by Pinney represent the in- 
debtedness at about $1,000,000. 

Ir the committee of Congress investigating our 
Navy-yards, will, while in New York, investigate the 
records of Ludlow street jail, they will gather some 
information concerning one of their own members, 
which may be of use to them. The moral effect of 
these inquisitions into alleged abuses is lost when the 
work is undertaken by men whose records are not 
such as to inspire confidence in their personal in- 
tegrity. 

Tue Norfolk Virginian, of April 29th, reports that 
the monitor Lehigh, left the lower naval anchorage 
about ten o’clock on Thursday morning, April 27, 
after taking on board a supply of ammunition and 
stores. The Powhatan, which is to convey the Lehigh 
to Port Royal, did not set sail until six o’clock in the 
evening, due to the fact of some disarrangement of the 
machinery, which had to be adjusted. Rear Admiral 
Pennock, lately in command of the European squad- 
ron, paid a visit to the yard, and the United States re- 
ceiving s.ip fired a salute of thirteen guns in honor of 
his arrival. : 

Tue New York Zimes of Monday Iast, says: ‘‘ Some 
time ago errors were mistakenly reported in the ac- 
counts of Paymaster John H. Stevenson, in charge of 
the United States Naval Agency at Nagasaki, Japan. 
The gentleman asked to be recalled, and coming home 
he vindicated all his accouuts to the complete satisfac- 
tion of the Naval Department. He has since been 
reassigned to the same post as an evidence of complete 
exoneration, and he will depart thither in the Russia 
on Wednesday, taking the European route East. This 
act of justice to a gentleman so worthily esteemed in 
the Service is a pleasant event tv record.” 

TELEGRAPHIC despatches from Wasbington to the 
Tribune, state that the sub-committee on Appropria- 
tious has been cutting down Navy estimates at a great 
rate. The amount estimated by the Navy Department 
for the next fiscal year was $17,000,000, which by the 
sub-committee was cut down to $12,800,000. The 
principal reductions were made in tae Bureaus of 
Ordnauce, Steam Engineering, and Construction and 
Repairs. ‘There will be very Jittke money expended in 
the next year on heavy ordnance, or improvements in 
engines, etc. ‘The bill prepared by the sub-committee 
reduces the number of enlisted men in the Navy from 
8,500 to 7,500. The rank and file of the marine corps 
is not disturbed, but it is provided that the officers, 
now numbering 102, shall be gradually reduced by the 
casualties of the Service, such as death, resignation, 
etc., until there shall be only 75, which shall be the 
permanent establishment. When a vacancy occurs it 
is not to be filled. The present officers are not to be 
interfered with. 

PuRSUANT to a recent resolution of Congress au- 
thorizing a subcommittee of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs to investigate the affairs of the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard, three members of the committee—Messrs. Willis, 
Lewis, and Harris--organized at th: Astor House pre- 
liminary to commencing their duties. After electing 
Mr. Willis as chairman, the committce paid an in- 
formal visit at an early hour, Saturday forenoon, to the 
Navy-yard, where they were received with & salute, 
and conducted.on a tour of inspection to the dock-yard 
and other points of interest.

Apropos of the Wampanoag, the London Broad 
Arrow says, in a recent number: “ Among the un- 
armored vessels of importance which have been added 
to the Navy, the Jnconstant holds the first place. The 
idea of building swift frigates, in which speed was the 
first object, did not originate with the Inconstant. The 
Orlando is an order of frigate built expressly for speed, 
her lines being drawn exceptionally fine. It was not 
long, however, before it was discovered that these ‘ine 
built wooden vessels could not stand the wear and tear 
of the engines which were put into them. They were 
shattered in no time, and were practically a failure. 
The Americans bad, however, built one of these fast 
vessels, the Wampanoag, but instead of wood, it was 
built of iron, with a casing of wood. The Jnconstant 
was framed on this model, and it has proved, in every 
way, a perfect success. The magnificent engines sup- 
plied to her have shown that under, of course, excep- 
tionally favorable circumstances, a speer of seventeen 
knots, or nearly twenty miles, can be obtained 1rom 
her. In the construction of this vessel, the American 
designs were kept closely in view, except that she was 
built as a frigate instead of as a corvette. The Com- 
mittee on Ships’ Desigrs report that in her construc- 
tion, ‘ the object aimed at was to comEine good sailing 
with the very highest steaming power.’ Her arma- 
ment was chosen so as to be superior to that of any 
vessel of equivalent speed. In fact, she was con- 
structed so as to fulfil, as nearly and successfully as 
possible, Dr. Boynton’s idea of the vessels which were 
to swoop ou and destroy British merchantmen. The 
Inconstant having proved a success, it was thought 
that vessels might be constructed on a similar prin- 
ciple, but of much smaller dimensions. The Volage 
and Active were, therefore, commenced. They are 
corvettes with a measurement, each, of 2322 tons, or 
about half that of the IJnconstant, and a nominal 
engine power of 600 against the latter’s 1000. The 
armament, however, of these corvettes, was much 
weaker than that of the Jnconstant, their guns being 
carried on the upper deck only. They consist of six 
64 ton guns, two on each side of the quarter deck, and 
one on each side forward of the tunnel, with a 64 
pounder pivot on the topgallant forecastle, and another 
of the same calibre on her poop. Comparing this 
armament with that of the Inconstant it is perceptibly 
deficient. It is, indeed, only equal in strength to the 
upper deck armament of the Jnconstant ; and, having 
no main deck battery, she has nothing to compare with 
the larger vessels’ ten 12 ton guns.” 








NEW NAVAL BILLS. 

Tne bills which follow were introduced in the 
House of Representatives April 24: By Mr. O’Brien 
(H. R. 8254, ‘‘ To re-organize the Navy of the United 
States.” That from ana after the passage of this act, 
there shall be in the Navy of the United States, on the 
active list, six rear-admirals, eighteen commodores, 
fifty captains, and seventy-five communders, and pro- 
motions shall cease in these grades until their numbers 
shall be reduced to the numbers herein established, 
and the otber grades of officers on the active list of the 
Navy shall remain as now provided by law. SEc. 2. 
That promotionsto the grades of rear-admiral and com- 
modore shall hereafter be made by selection; and the 
senior three admirals on the active list shall, whenever 
called upon to do so by the Secretary of the Navy, 
select the highest officer in the grade of commodore 
who shall be distinguished for personal character and 
professional abilities, and recommend him for promo- 
tion to the grade of rear-admiral; and the same officers 
shall select and recommend the highest on the list of 
captuins who shall be qualified by personal character 
and professional requirements, to be promoted to the 
grade of commodore: Provided, That hereafter no 
officer shall be promoted to the grade of commodore 
in the Navy until he shall have served at least 5 years 
afloat in command of a ¢ea-going vessel of the Navy 
in the grades of captain and commander. SEC. 3. 
That no officer shall be promoted to the grade of com- 
mander in the Navy until he shall have passed a thor- 
ough examination in navigation, ordnance (theory and 
practice of gunnery and torpedoes), and international 
law, and shall have suflicient proficiency in French 
and either the Spanish, German, er Italian languages 
to read and translate them with facility. Src. 4. That 
immediately on the passage of this act, and belore the 
application of the foregoing provisions, the President 
of the United States shall cause the names of those 
officers who were transferred from the volunteer to the 
regular naval service, under the provisions of section 
two of the act of July 25, 1866, to be advanced to the 
positions on the list of the Navy that they would now 
oceupy if such officers had been commissioned with 
the other regular officers of the Navy at the date of the 





with the provisions of this act be, and are hereby, 
repealed. 

By Mr. Wells (H. R. 3234), “ To restore William J. 
Montgomery, late first assistant engineer, U.S. Navy, 
to the active list of the Navy, without prejudice to 
rank, to date from October 25, 1869, the date of his 
resignation: Provided, nowever, That he be entitled 
to no pay nor emoluments during the interval elapsing 
between the date of his resignation and that of his 
restoration to the rolls of the Navy.” 

By Mr. Hurd (H. R. 3219), ‘*To restore Jacob J. 
Hunker, master in the U.S. Navy, now on the active 
list, to his proper position on the Navy Register next 
above Master Corwin P. Rees.” 

By Mr. Willis (H. R. 3250), ‘‘ To promote efficiency 
and harmony in the Navy.” ‘‘ That all vacancies in 
the grade of master shall be filled, as heretofore, by 
promoting the senior ensign On the active list; that 
hereafter there shall be no appointments made into the 
Engineer Corps of the Navy until all assistant engi- 
neers with the relative rank of ensign, and all cadet 
engineers now in the Service, shall have been advanced, 
under existing restrictions and regulations, to become 
assistant engineers with the relative rank of master, 
which shall thereafter be the lowest grade in the Engi- 
neer Corps of the Navy, and all subsequent vacancies 
in that grade shall be filled by promoting the senior 
ensign on the active list; that, in like manner, there 
shall be no appointments made into the Pay Corps of 
the Navy until all assistant paymasters with the relative 
rank of ensign, now in the Service, shali have been 
advanced, under existing restrictions and regulations, 
to become assistant paymasters with the relative rank 
of master, which shall thereafter be the lowest grade 
in the Pay Corps of the Navy, and all subsequent 
vacancies in that grade shall be filled by promoting the 
senior ensign on the active list: Provided, That the 
senior ensign, and after. him the others in order of 





seniority, may always waive his promotion until a 
vacancy shal] occur in the corps to which he preters to 
belong; but all masters and other officers with the 
relative rank of master shall take seniority with each 
other according to date of commission: And provided 
further, That all officers who shall be promoted from 
the grade of ensign to those of master, assistant engi- 
neer, and assistant paymaster, under the operation of 
this act, may, at the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Navy, be permi'ted to exchange with each other so 
long as they remain in those grades, but not afterward. 
Sec. 2. That there shal] be no appointments made into 
the Marine Corps of the Navy; but all vacancies in the 
grade of second lieutenant in that corps shall be filled 
by promoting the senior midshipman on the active list: 
Provided, That the senior midshipman, and after him 
the others in order of seniority, may always waive his 
promotion until a vacancy shull occur in the grade of 
ensign: And provided further, That all officers who 
shall be promoted from the grade of midshipman to 
those of ensign and second lieutenant of marines, 
under the operation of this act, may, at the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy, be permitted to exchange 
with each other so long as they remain in those grades, 
but not afterward. ; : 

In regard to one of these bills an officer writes us as- 
follows: > 
The present number of flag and commanding 
officers in the Navy on the active list is: Rear-admirals, 
12; commodores, 25; captains, 50; commanders, 90. 
In all 177. The number of rear-admirals allowed by 
law is ten, but two in excess are in the list additional, 
from having received the thanks of Congress. Mr. 
O’Brien’s bill (which we publish elsewhere this week), 
proposes to reduce the number of rear-admirals to 6, 
commodores to 18, captains to 50, commanders to 75. 
In all 149. Thus saving to the Government, if the 4 
rear-admirals, 7 commodores, and 15 commanders are 
on leave, $71,560. If on shore duty, $93,000. If at 
sea, $111,500. Provided the shore, sea and leave were 
divided, the annual saving would amount to $92,020. 
Does the country demand this small sacrifice of pay, 
anc great sacrifice of rank, and the great interruption 
to the advancement and promotion of the junior grades 
in the Service? It 1s now five years and over since 
there bas been any promotion from lieutenant to the 
grade of lieutenant commander, which now numbers 
98, and must be reduced 18, or to 80, by retirements 
aud deaths in the higher grades, before a lieutenant can 
be promoted. ‘That is probably two years. if 
Tbis proposed reduction of 26 in the commanding 
and flag ofticers, would stop promotions from the grade 
of lieutenant and all grades below it, for another two 
years, excepting that grades below licutenants would 
have the advantages of resignation (from hope deferred) 
of lieutenants, and death vacancies in the lower 
grades. In 1860, just before the late war, there was in 
the active Navy: Seniors flag officer, 1; captains, 80; 
commanders, 114, a total of 195, or 18 more com- 
manding officers than there is now (not counting the 
admiral and vice admiral, whose oftices expire with 
the present incumbents). When the new grades of 
rear-udmiral and commodore were introduced into the 
Navy, the number of captains and commanders was 
reduced, and so was their pay, in order that the new 
yrades should be no additional expense to the Goveru- 
ment. 

In 1845, or thirty years ago, before we had waried 
with Mexico and gained California, or purchased 
Alaska, when the population of the country was about 
half what it is now, and our total expenditures but a 
tithe of what they are now, we had on the active list of 
the Navy: Captains, 68; commanders, 96. Total 164, 
or 15 more commanding and flag officers than is pro- 
posed by Mr. O’Brien. In 1e56 there was 165 com- 
manding officers ou the active list, and 147 line officers 
on the retired list. In 1876 there are 177 flag and com- 
manding officers on the active list, and 135 line officers 
on the retired list. f 

The staft corps have been genera!ly increased since 
1860 on the active list, and the retired list was first

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JUDGE ADVOCATES. 
HE question of retention. or abolition of the 
Bureau of Military Justice is one that has 
hardly occupied the attention it deserves, amidst the 
general flutter over Army reduction, and especially 


over reduction of pay. 
On the subject of the utility or necessity of 


judge-advocates, the printed series of questions sent 
by the military committee to Army officers, have 
developed a great difference of opinion in their 
answers, which we have been at the pains to analyze. 

The General of the Army comes first in rank in 
his answer to the question: “ Might not the Bureau 
of Military Justice be dispensed with without injury 
to the Service?” “Answer: This bureau grew up 
out of the war. In my opinion, it is better to detail 
an officer of the line as judge advocate for each court- 
martial, as it encourages the study of martial and 
military law by the younger officers, usually deiailed 
as judge-advocates. Lawyers introduced into the 
Army have not improved discipline or increased the 
measure of ‘ substantial justice,’ which is the object 
of courts-martial, rather than the technical judg- 
ments of courts of record.” 

Lieutenant-General Sueripan follows with the 
brief reply: “The only remark I care to make about 
the Bureau of Military Justice is, that at one time it 
did not exist, aud we got along very well.” 

When we come to the general officers, department 
commanders, the case is different. Generals Hancock, 
ScnoriELD, McDoweEt1, Terry and Avaur are all 
warmly in favor of the judge-advocates, and General 
Howanrp is the only one who gives a contrary opinion, 
General Crook being neutral. Thecoswer of General 
Terry, who seems to have devoted a great deal of 
attention to the subject, is so full and clear that we 
give the substance of most of it. He says: 


When it is considered that the military code is a part of the 
law of the land, it seems difficult to discover any distinction 
between it and other portions of the law in respect to the pre- 
cision with which it should be administered, in respect to the 
necessity of observing establisbed principles in its administra- 
tion. ladeed, in view of the desputc character of all military 
institutions, of the powers necessarily given to the superior over 
the inferior in rank, it would seem that a precise and definite 
construction of the Jaw, an exact and systematic administration 
of it, would be even the more necessary. . . . Courte-martial are 
composed of officers who, as a rule, are not versed in the law, 
who have had no legal training. It is true that the military code 
is not a complex one. It is nota difficult branch of the jaw to 
comprehend ; but the rules and cee poe of evidence govern in 
the trial of cases before courts-martial as well as in cases before 
civil courts of criminal jurisdiction, and a person accused of a 
military offence is entitied to all the safeguards which those 
rules throw around him. .. . It may be said that a sentence im- 
posed by a military court is of no force until revised and 
approved by the officer by whom the court is constitu.ed, and 
that this power of revision remedies the evils which may result 
from the want of legal knowledge in the court; but, as a rule, 
the officers who are empowered to convene courts are no more 
versed in the law than the officers who compose them. ‘The 
highest military education doves not necerearily confer legal 
kpowledge. It would seem, therefore, that unless there is some 
broad distinction to be made between military offences and 
other crimes; between those who travegress the military code 
and those who violate the statutes made for all; that unless it 
is just as well that there should be no exact and systematic 
administration of the military law ; that unless it is just as well 
thet that law should vary in practice with the peculiarities of 
opinion of a hundred different courts and a dozen different re- 
viewing authorities, there should be provision made that, before 
fina! action is taken, the record of the proceedings in each caxe 
shou'd be submitted to the scrutiny of some one possessed of 
competent legal knowledge, in order that errors may be corrected 
by means of the well-established rules of procedure in such 
cases; in order, on the one hand, that there may be no failure of 
justice, and, on the other, that the nghts of persons accused may 
not be infringed.

: 4g | cates that the duty of making this scrativy is committed ; it is 


on their professional advice that the commanders of departments 
act. Were their office abolished there would remain no provision 
whatever whereby legal knowledge could be brought to the ex- 
amination of cases before the action of the reviewing authority 
is taken. and I cannot but think the result of itx abelition would 
be prejudicial to the discipline of the Service. It is to be 
remarked that, in addition to the duty of which I have «poken, 
the judge-advocates arc Tr detailed as prosecutors of 
the more important cases, such ax the trial of officers for serious 
offences. Officers accused of the graver crimes are generally 
defended by professioral counsel. Unless the Government be 
also represented by men of legal training there is great danger 
of a failure of justice. Certainly, in no other courts would the 
Government coueent to be represented by laymen. 


We next come to the colonels of regiments. Here 
the corps of judge-advocates finds very few friends. 
Of the 40 colonels of regiments in the Army only 9 











can be found who express a favorable opinion. They 
are Reynotps and Hartcna of the cavalry, VoaDEs 
and Brooxs of the artillery, and Kautz, Woop, 
Witcox, De Troprianpd, and Jonn E. Sauiri of the 
Infantry. Against them are arrayed, Grover, Pat- 
MER, McKrinzig, Oakes, Stureis, of the cavalry, 
Hunt and Gerry of the artillery, and Mites, Hazen, 
Gipson, Kine, Cuitz, Crirrenpen, C. H. Siru, 
Sykes, Sutty, Sranitey, Davis, Porrer, and 
ANDREWs of the infantry, all of whom are vigorous 
in their denunciation of the whole corps. Most of 
them however admit tbat one officer is necessary, in 
fact the judge-advocate-general as now existing. 

Ot the infantry colonels two offer no opinion, 
Fut of the 4th and Pennyracker of the 16th, 
The Staff officers who decline to express an opinion 
are Generals TowNsEND, INGALLS, Rucker, VAN 
Vuret, and Exry, Surgeon-Gencral Barnes, and 
Tower of the engineers. Of the Staff on'y ALLEN 
and McFrEELy of the Supply Departments are 
unfavorable to the corps. In the Adjutant- 
General’s Department, Keron, BRECK, VINCENT, 
and PEeLouze are warmly in favor of its continuance. 
General Marcy, inspector-general, advocates it 
strongly, and Generals Humpareys and Meyer 
are equally warm in its praise. The testimon f 
Judge-Advocate-General Dunn and ex-Judge-Advo- 
cate-General Ho.t must of course be put aside in an 
impartial consideration of the question ; but even 
with all allowance for bias the arguments they pre- 
sent are very clear and cogent. General Benét, chief 
of ordnance, is strongly in favor of the corps. 

As a summary ot the drift of Army opinion it may 
be stated that out of 60 officers, from general to col- 
onel, in the line and staft, 24 are favorable to the 
continuance of the corps, 10 are undecided from want 
ot knowledge of the subject, and 26 are adverse to it. 
Its enemies are for the most. part very decided, but it 
is worthy of remark that few assign any reason be- 
yond a general statement that they consider judge- 
advocates a hindrance to discipline, while its friends 
ofter many reasons for their continuance. General 
SHERIDAN’s opinion seems to prevail especially among 
the older officers in command of troops, that we used 
to get on without the bureau and can again. 


LINEAL PROMOTION. 


WE have received several letters from Army corres- 
pondents on the vexed subject of lineal promotion, 
and, not unnaturally, they display some bitterness of 
feeling at what they believe to be injustice done to the 
subalterns of the Army in the matter. Fora short time 
it seemed as if, by the operation of section 1204 Re- 
vised Statutes, this injustice would be remedied for 
the future, and one rule applied to all officers of the 
line of tbe Army. These hopes were dashed by the 
late decision of the War Department, to the effect 
that the regulations of 1863 are not changed by the 
statutes. The argument of the subalterns in this 
matter is simple. It is, as stated by one of their 


number, as follows : 

The statutes in force on the first day of December, 1873, were 
revised and consolidated by law ; and the revision legalized by 
Congress, and is the work of known legal ability. Section 1204 
reads: “‘ Promotions in the Jine shall be made through the 
whole Army, in the several lines of artillery, cavalry and infan- 
try, respectively. Promotions in the staff of the Arwy shall be 
wade iu the several departments and corps respectively.”’ It is 
most difficult to understaud how it is possible to see in the 
wording of this Jaw that captains and field officers should be 
promoted lineally, in their respective arms of the Service, and 
that lieutenants should be denied thia privilege. If the senior 
officers of each arm are rightfully so advanced in grade, what 
part of the section authorizes the War Department, to ru e— 
that the juviur officers shall not be advanced in the same manner 
—where 1s the dirtinction in that law? There can be no doubt 
as to the force of language in this section, and there is now no 
other law on the subject. Section 5596 states distinctly that ail 
acts upon the same subject cousolidated into a single section (as 
that of 1204, it being yeneral in its nature), icaves the force of 
aw to nu language beyond that contained in the consvlidated 
section. It is true that under the old laws, the War Department 
was authorized to promote officers, according to established 
rules, This is not now the case, as is plainly to be seen under 
the last named section, which states explicitly that all acts of 
Congress passed prior to December 1, 1873; any portion of 
which is embraced in any section of said,revivsion, are hereby re- 
pealed, and the section applicable thereto, shall be in force in 
neu thereof. This of course puts section 1204 in Jieu of all pre- 
vious laws relative to promotion. The principle must just in this 
connection, is plainly fixed in the wording of the section on pro- 
notion, and can only be questioned in a few carex for selfish 
reasons. The very numerous promotions that now occur among 
lieutenants, often next door neighbors, carry juniors above 
vftticers who are years their seniors. The effect is that one day 
an officer feels moderately well rettled in his rank, quarters, and 
other privileges provided by regulations ; the next he is com- 
manded, and hable to be ranked out of quarters, etc., by an 
ofticer whom he hae rauked in all probability for ten years. And 
to-day (referring to only one of the many cases brought about 
under this ut just system), there is a first lieutenant in the infan- 
try who has more than sixty captains over him, in his own arm 
of the Service, whuv were his juniors when appointed to the 
Army ; aud nearly one bundred in the vther arms of the Service. 
Under ordinary circumstances, the right to put a construction 
upon law aflecting the Army, isaecorded tothe War Department; 
but when a question of euch grave importance as this is involved, 
the opinion of the attorney-general should not be withheld. 
However convenient it may be to stick to the old grooves and 
construe laws to suit them, there should be some consideration 
for just principles. ; 
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It lies in the power of the authorities at Wasbing- 
ton to construe this section as they please. It is per- 
fectly elastic. It may be construed so as to makeall ' 
promotion lineal, or all regimental, with equal force 
and equal justice. Its only probibition is against 
promotion from one arm of the Service to another. 
In embodying the spirit of the old laws it has also 
embodied their elastic nature. Even the present 
mixed system is consistent with this spirit, and occa- 
sions might arise to make it necessary. But of the 
essential injustice of the present system, there is 
as little doubt as of its bare legality. 

In a case like this, where a law permits any one of 
three different practices, in a service whose welfare 
and progress depends on the cheerfulness and zeal of 
its officers, is it well to select from three ways, two 
of which are perfectly just, the only unjust way of 
the three? It is surely at least advisable when the 
passage of the Revised Statutes has rendered ob- 
solete the old laws and old partial customs, that a 
return should be made to absolute justice, as near as 
human efforts can be made to reach it, and it is time 
that the question of lineal promotion should be de- 
cided permanently one way or the other. There are 
advantages on the side of regimental, and others on 
that of lineal promotion ; nothing but injustice, dis- 
satisfaction, and discontent among the lower grades 
of officers in the mixed system. 

In European armies the regimental system pre- 
vails, for a very simple reason. Their regiments arc 
almost always kept together under command of their 
colonels, and the regiment is the unit of the service. 
In our Army it is very different. Hardly a regi- 
ment in the United States is ever brought together 
under its colonel, and the garrison of almost every 
post in the country is composed of detachments from 
two or three regiments under a ranking officer. The 
regimental feeling is almost extinguished, and en- 
tirely subordinated to that belonging to a given arm 
of the Service, Under these circumstances, and see- 
ing that lineal promotion has been always found to 
work well among the captains and field ofticers, there 
seems tu be no Jugical cunsistency in the notion that 
the case would be different if applied to subalterns 
fur the future. 

Of course such a line of policy, if adopted, should 
work no prejudice to those officers already promoted. 
That would be another injustice. But a fair and 
just system of lineal promotion should, we think, be 
tried, 





BreveEtT CoLoNEL LEwis MERRILL, Major of the 
Seventh Cavalry, sends us 4 letter in reply to the 
‘ attacks made upon him from time to time. ‘ Un- 
pleasant as these attacks have been,” he says, “ it was 
not consistent with the discharge of official duty to 
enter upon any newspaper controversy regarding 
tuem, even if that course had offered any hope of 
fair play or honorable treatment of what might be 
said, Silent endurance, with such patience as could 
be commanded, was enforced by duty, save when op- 
portunity was given for vindication in replying to 
official inquiry, Such opportunity has been offered 
only twice, First, by a resolution of inquiry— 
offered by a Senator of the United States and pa:sed 
by the Senate three years since—adroitly phrased to 
convey by innuendo the charge that un unnamed 
officer of the Army (wel! known, however, to be my- 
self), had wronglully received a sum of money from 
the Legislature of South Carolina, bad wrongfully 
been admitted to the Bar, and had wrongfully been 
kept on duty in that State after his regiment had 
lett it.” 

The next opportunity occurred recently, when “a 
part of the Military Committee of the House of Re- 
presentatives, prompted by one Armes (a person 
whom, eight years ago, it bkcame my duty, as judge 
advocate of a Court-martial to prosecute to convic- 
tion and dismissal from his commission as captain in 
the Army, for gross obscenity in a public mess 
room), summoned me before them for examination 
under oath of this already noted charge, and an ad- 
ditional shameless slander that, six years ago, I had 
accepted # Liibe.” 

Both of these charges were and are unequivocally 
denied by Mejvr MERRILL, and the records of the 
War Department are referred to ‘or evidence in proof 
ot their falsity. These records, Mvjor MERRILL asserts, 
show the following facts: 


That come six years ago the slander was covertly, under seal 

of confidence and with cowardly purpose that it should do its 

miechief unknown to me, put in cir ulation at Fort Leavenworth 

when I was not there, by General G. A. Custer. That knowledge 

of it did by a lucky chance come to me a few weeks after. That 

I immediately demanded an official investigation. which was re- 

fused on the ground that the author of the vile tale had placed 

nothing on Official record; that I at once renewed my demand 

for invéstigation, demanding it strongly as a legal right, and was 

met by a second refural; that so soon thereafter as a sudden 

change of station permitted, I demanded through the proper au- 

thority that General Custer should no: any longer be allowed to 

balk an inquiry by working in the dark, but should be compelled 

to make it a matter of. such official record as would obviate the 
objection made to instituting an investigation ; that thereupon, 

and after much delay, instead of the official action demanded, he 
wrote me a private and pretendedly friendly letter, in which he 
ignored all notice of my demands for investigation, thongh well 
knowing them and the reason for refusal, and sympathizingly 
repeated the story as if he were now for the first time telling it, 
and felt it my due that I should have notice of it first of all; that, 
finally, after eight months of effort, he was driven to take the 
course which, toa man of honorable instincts, would fiom the 
first have needed no finger-post ; that then when the person 
(another dropped officer of the Army) whom he at last gave as 
authority, was officially inquired of in regard to it; he firet 
evaded and finally wholly shirked out of willingness te father 
the slander or responsibility to establish it asa fact. That then, 
with an indorsement of the General of the Army which demon- 
strated his disbelief of the possible truth of the story, the 
papere were put on file in the War Department, where for six 
years they have furmehed such d«mning comment as is above 
noted on the honor and sense of right of an officer of the Army, 
who would by such means attempt to destroy the good name of 
a fellow-oftice % 


These statements we publish at the special request 
of Major MErrIL1, and upon his authority, though 
we have not space to publish entire the letter of 
which this is the essential portion, and which 
has been published in the New York Times. Such 
charges are a scandal to the Service, and should, if 
possible, be made the subject of official deter- 
mination, 








TuE provisions of the Bannine Army Bill have 
been already discussed in the JourRNAL, with the 
exception of Secticn 18, relating to retired 
officers. This provides for an examination of the 
Retired List, and that the names of those officers 
found fit for active service shall be reported to Con- 
gress, but fails to specify what further action shall 
be taken. The section reads as follows: 


Sec. 18. That the President shall cause the Retired List of the 
Army to be examined, under such regulations as may be best 
suited, in order to determine if any officers thereon are fit for the 
duties of an officer on the Active List. And the names of all 
euch shall, on the Ist of January, 1877, be reported to Congress. 
The President may, at any time, order any retired officer before 
the board autnorized by section 17 of this act, in erder to an in- 
vestigation as to propriety of conduct, or conduct unbecoming 
an officer and gentleman; and on the adverse report of the 
board, approved by the President, the commission of the officer 
shall be vacated. 


An officer of experience has suggested the follow- 
ing substitute for the above, which we print for the 
information of all concerned, believing that Mr. 
BANNING has the interests of all classes of officers at 
heart, and will give due consideration to any feasible 
plan having that end in view: 


Sec. 18. That the President shall cause the Retired List of the 
Army to be examined, under such regulations as may be best 
suited to determine if any officers thereon are fit for the «cuties 
of an officer on the Active Liet. And the names of all such 
shall, on the Ist of January, 1877, be reported to Congress, with 
9 view to their permanent assigument to the Active List, with 
the highest rank held by them immediately prior to their re 
tirement, and, the Senate —— and consenting thereto. the 
President shall assign said officefs to duty, and to the earliest 
suitable vacancies that may occur. 

Officers found at this examination competent to perform light 





duty may, with their consent and at the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, be assigned, from time to time, tu such duty, with 
fucl and quarters, and the retired pay of their respective grades. 

That part of Section 18, in Mr. Bannine’s bill, 
permitting the President to order retired officers be- 
fore the board authorized in Section 17, seems to 
be already provided for in the phraseology of the 


latter section. 





Ir is well known that there is no sport more popu- 
lar among English army officers than that of driving 
four-in-hand, and at the present day the “ swell” 
regiments in the British service always have their 
“drags” out in the Park on the gala days of the 
Coaching Club. It is only lately that the same taste 
has obtained any foothold in America, but within a 
few weeks, the furore has been very 1uch increased 
by the establishment in New York of the American 
Coaching Club, which already numbers nearly a 
dozen splendid teams, and which starts its parade 
from Madison Square up Fifth Avenue every Satur- 
day afternoun. [he last and most popular feature of 
the movement is found in the establishment, by 
Colonel Delancey Kane, of-a regular old-fashioned 
English four-in-hand stage coach, which starts every 
morning at 10.30 from the Brunswick Hotel in Fifth 
Avenue, and runs to Pelham Bridge, 16 miles, in an 
hour and ahalf. This coach started last Monday, 
with fare for the round trip there and back $3 a head. 
So popular 15 it that seats are already engaged inside 
and out for six weeks ahead, and the proprietor and 
his friends will be able to enjoy all the pleasures of 
four-in-hand driviog at a merely nominal expense, 
the fares nearly keeping the horses. ‘The road taken 
is through the most picturesque purtion of the scenery 
around New York. The line is horsed on the old 
English rule of a horse to a mile, and there are three 
relays on the road, with four spare horses. The 





coach holds 16—4 inside and 11 on the roof. 


Tus week we conclude our translation from the 
article in the Recue des Deux Mondes for April 1, the 
subject being General Sherman’s book. It includes 
all that is of especial interest to our readers, the rest of 
the article being simply a synopsis of Sherman’s 
narrative as given in his Memoirs. The writer says: 
How did Wm. Sherman, cadet of the Military Academy 
of West Point, make his way in the world? How did 
the young officer, from obscure but adventurous he- 
ginnings, rise so rapidly as soon as great events furn- 
ished an occasion for the manifestation of his incon- 
testable superiority? Tow did he become one of the 
three men whose names will remain indissolubly 
associated with the memories of the Jate crisis, the 
war of,secession, so victoriously passed through by the 
Americanrepublic? Gen. Sherman himself will reply 
to these questions, for he has just wriften his own 
memoirs, and the recital which follows will be a faith- 
ful analysis of them. 

When we say that three men will remain famous 
among all those connected with this greatest of civil 
wars, we mean to designate President Lincoln and 
Generals Grant and Sherman. Other names, have, 
without doubt, shone with theirs; for if the great con- 
vulsion which shook the new world did not, happil 
for it, bring to light any genius, «ny dictator, it 
brought to the front rank a crowd of remarkable men. 
Farragut and Porter were brave sailors; but they were 
limited to their specialty. McClellan, after having 
improvised the American Army and gloriously repulsed 
at Antietam the first serious onslaught of the Southern 
armies, disappeared from the scene, carried away by 
the torrent of political passions. When, later on, a 
new attempt of the Confederates failed, at Gettys 
burg, on that terrible day when the combatants left 
40,000 men upon the field of battle, the victorious 
Army found itself under the orders of a simple divis- 
ion commander, named Meade, invested temporarily 
with the supreme command, which he did not con- 
tinue to exercise. Lincoln, Grant, and Sherman alone 
went through the whole contest, each Gay strengthen- 
ing their mutual esteem, and continually growing in 
the confidence of the nation and the Army. These 
three, in fact, terminated the war and gave peace to the 
country, a nation’s gratitude being their reward. 

Mr. Lincoln, till then unknown and carried into the 
office of President by the chances of an electoral com- 
promise, providentially found himself equal to the 
immense task imposed upon him. Guided by his ad- 
mirable good sense, he played instinctively the part 
which, in the management of the enormous armies of 
modern times, seems to be required of the chief of a 
government. 

His name was the symbol of association in which 
united all the best men of the time. A bond of union 
among them, he never trammelled the vigor of their 
action, while on the contrary he was the first to give 
an example of observance of discipline; but from the 
hour when his election gave the signal for the begin- 
ning of the struggle, until the moment when the war 
cry of the Confederates was shouted for the iast time by 
his assassin, Mr. Lincoln bore alone and without 
weakness tae whole weight of responsibility—great 
services, which place him by the side of Washington 
in the grateful memory of the people. 

Grant and Sberman are the offspring of their own 
works. Soldiers by education, but familiar only with 
the principles of military art, they were brought sud- 
denly face to face with the difficulties of a great war, 
without any tradition to guide them, but also without 
any routine of the past to hamper them. They splved 
these ditticulties with a sagacity, an originality, Which 
all the world may study with benefit, and the brilliancy 
of their career is in proportion to the number and eclat 
of their achievements. Grant, better served by oppor- 
tunity at the beginning of the war, distanced Sherman. 
Taciturn, but encowed with the clearest intelligence, 
he held in his hands without entanglement all the scat- 
tered threads of military operations which embraced a 
continent. His immovable tenacity ended by tri- 
umphing over all obstacles. He is to-day President of 
the United States. As to Sherman, the most clear 
sighted, the most enterprising, and the most resolute 
of al! the American Generals; he, who with ideas as 
bold in execution as in conception, struck the final 
blow, he is General.in-Chief of the Army of the 
United States. 

To employ the leisure which this high position gave 
him, he came two years ago to examine the principal 
battle fields of Europe. He visited Paris and 
Versailles, and might have been seen by the curious 
assisting at a meeting of the National Assembly by the 
side of the President of the Republic. They would 
have found nothing military in his appearance. The 
general is tall, thin, and appears about fifty years old. 
His face is clean shaven, no moustache. His light hair 
is not cut according to regulation. Nothing in his 
carrisge indicates the babitual constraint of a uniform, 
or the stiffness of a man always on parade; but his 
spare physique shows all the characteristics of one of 
those constitutions superior to fatigue and privation 
which the Americans call wiry. His eye is at the same 
time soft and piercing, and the expression of his 
physiognomy shows a lively intelligence, an energetic 
will mingled with a touch of humor. On his return 
from Europe the General wrote his memoirs, which 
are the subject of this study. Written with vivacity, 
free in their expressions concerning a number of 
living personages, these memoirs have provoked on 
the other side of the ocean animadversions with which 
we will not occupy ourselves; but we shall investigate 
with care those traits of character in one of those 
varieties which we call « man.

CAVALRY PISTOLS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai ;: 


Sm : On page 514, of the Journat, of March 18th, 
is an article on the Colt’s Revolver. I can harldly 
think it possible that any one, no matter how partisan 
in his views of, and preferences for, the Colt’s Revol- 
ver over all uthers, would, in an ordirary letter, reck- 
lessly rush ipto print with statements so utierly devoid 
of fairness, and even truth. Tbis communication con- 
tains several statements absolutely untrue, and | ask 
the privilege uf correcting them. I quote: ‘‘ Persons 
in the habit of using the old model Colt, will remember 
the reason for preference by practical men over all 
others. This was its accuracy. It shot where it was 
held.” I have had more or less experience with Colt’s 
Revolver for the past fifteen years, and I emphatic :lly 
say, and assert it without fear of successful contradic- 
tion, that it does not ‘shoot where it is held.” At 
point blank range it bits from 8 te 12 inches above the 
centre everytime. Always fires high. Why so glaring 
and universally conceded a defect as this h»s not 
been remedied I am at a loss to say; but certain 1t is, 
that in all their modifications of the pistol, made to 
keep pace with arms of more merit, this fatal objectiva 
has not been overcome or obviated in the slightest de- 
gree by its manufacturers. 

In speaking of the competitive trial before the board, 
of the Colt and Schofield pistol, the article says: ‘‘ Its 
only rival was the Schofield modification of the old 
Smith and Wesson. This latter proved slightly su- 
perior only in one pceint, rapidity of ejection of empty 
shells. In the Colt these come out one at a time, in 
the Schotield all six at once.” (We, cavalry men, 
think this a decided superiority.) ‘‘ In accuracy the 
Colt’s was ahead 28 per cent. ; in penetration 20 per 
cent. ; the average penetiation of Colt’s at 25 yards be- 
ing 4 inches of wood.” 

ow, Mr. Editor, in this short quotation there are 
no less than four statements entirely unsustained by the 
facts in the case. We shail be better enabled to de- 
cide upon the degree of the superiority of the Schofield 
over the Cult in the matter of ‘‘ rapidity of ejection of 
empty shells,” by making a comparison ot the time re- 
quired in loading the two pistols. It will then be seen 
that this superiority carries with it other merits, which 
your correspondent has been disingenuous enough to 
entirely ignore. 1 quote from the report of the board: 
**In order to test its (the Schofield’s) facility of load- 
ing on horse-back, the following trial was made, tak- 
ing tor comparison Colt’s Pistol, cal. 45. After a 
preliminary trial with each kind vf pistol, an expert 
horseman was timed to see how long it would take 
. him to eject six empty shelJs from his pistol, and to 
reload it. The cartridges were taken from a cap- 
pouch on the belt. The horse was at a hand-gallop. 
The Colt’s Pistol—began loading in 26 seconds, loaded 
in 60 seconds. Major Schofield’s Pistol—began load- 
ing in 2 seconds, loaded in 26 seconds.” 

te will be seen by the above that it took as much 
time to get ready to load Colt’s as it did to load the 
Schofield, and that the time consumed in getiing ready 
and loading Colt’s once is exactly that required to do 
the*same thing with Schofield’s nearly seven times. 
And yet your correspondent says that ‘rapidity in 
ejection of empty shells is a slight superiority in only 
one point.” 

It is evident, however, that the Board and Chief of 
Ordnance thought there were many pvints of supe- 
riority in the Schofield over the Colt, for it was upon 
this identical trial that the Board and General Bénet 
recommended a purchase of 3,000 of them, to be placed 
in the hands of troops. This recommendation was 
duly approved by the Secretary of War, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Government had already (before 
the Schofield trial), bought enough Colts to arm the en- 
tire cavalry force. The pistols were accordingly pur- 
chased, and, as far as the number would go, have en- 
tirely superseded the Colt, giving unbounded satisfac- 
tion. They are par excellence the cavalry pistol of the 
age, and | have yet to hear even one officer speak of 
them in any but terms of the highest praise and com- 
mendation, An additional 3,000 has been ordered by 
the Government. Now, as to the degree of superivrity 
in accuracy and penetration of tge Colt over the 
Schofield, before I leave the subject: I can find no 
record whatever in the different reports of the boards, 
where the two were subjected to competitive tests for 
either of these qualifications. The only thing bearing 
on the subject is found in the reports of Captain John 
R. Edie, Ordnance Department, dated, respectively, 
February 27th, and May 21st, 1873. In the former, 
speaking of the Colt, he says: ‘* It was then fired for 
accuracy at 50 yards. A target of ten shots gave a 
mean absolute deviation of 2.87 inches. For pene- 
tration at twenty-five yards, a mean of ten shots 

ave 44 inches. In the report of the 2lst of 

ay, in considering the Schofield, I find the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘It was, then, first for accuracy at 50 
yards, making targets of 10 shots, and for penetration, 
at 25 yards, taking average of 6 shots, with the follow- 
ing result: Accuracy mean absolute deviation, 2.96 
inches ; penetration, 4.2 inches. These trials show a 
superiority in favor of the Colt, in accuracy .09 inches, 
in penetration .2 inches, which can be easily accounted 
for, did I consider the difference appreciable. I can- 
not forbear, however, inviting the attention of your 
correspondent to the fact, that, in these trials, the 
Colt bullet had behind it an ex»losive power of 30 
ins of powder, while the Schofield shell contains 
But 25 grains, which, | think, effectually disposes of the 


question of penetration. Now, after these figures, 
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where is the authority for saying, ‘‘in accuracy the 
Colt was ahead 28 per cent. ; in penetration, 20 per 
cent.?” At! Mr. Editor, I fear your correspondent is 
related by ties of consanguinity to a somewhat noto- 
rious baron, so celebrated in story and song for draw- 
ing the long bow. To acquit him of blame for such a 
wholesale perversion of facts, we must either conclude 
to acknowledge this relationship, or envelope him in 
the mantle of charity, and suppose his letter was writ- 
ten after dinner.

THIRTY-EIGHT DEG. BELOW ZERO.

Sir: Having soldiered at this post during the past 
winter, I have experienced for the first time what it is 
to be out on a day’s fatigue, with the thermometer 
standing at 38 deg. below zero, and have had my ears 
und hands nearly frozen, for want of proper clothing 
to protect them. 
If the Government would authorize the issue of fur 
caps, or some addition to protect the ears to the pre- 
sent cap in use, and also fur gloves for use of the sol- 
dier, stationed in this part of the United States during 
the winter months, it wou'd only be furnishing articles 
actually necessary for the comfort and protection of 
the soldier. ‘The ‘‘buflalo overshoes” sutfliciently 
protect the feet, and I don’t see why the head and 
hands should not be protected from the influence of Jack 
Frost and win«, by allowing the use of a good warm 
cap of fur and ditto gloves. I have soldiered down 
South for nearly fifteen years, and the clothing as 
issued here would hardly be too warm for wear there, 
notwithstanding the great difference in temperature. 
The forage cap and wvollen mits are suitable and suffi- 
cient for a warm climate, and for the summer months 
here, but perfectly useless during the winter ones. '

RETIRED NAVAL OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The transfer of the Indian Bureau to the War 
Department, and the employment of retired officers of 
the Army to perform the duties of the said Bureau, will 
commend itself to almost every right thinking mind; and 
would it not be well for the Naval Committee to re- 
commend the employment of retired naval officers in 
some way, and thus work a reforminthe Navy as well 
as the Army? The passage of the act of August Ist, 
1870, was vot acceptable to the retired officers of the 
Navy, and its repeal now would be a welcome to 
many retired officers who would be only too glad for 
employment. ‘The duties of a shore station are now, 
to u great extent, performed by civilians, at good pay- 
ing salaries, and the employment of retired officers, 
who are at all times under pay, would at least save this 
much to the Government, while it would afford relief 
and occupation to willing officers. ‘I simply design 
this as a feeler,” and I am in hopes it may be instru- 
mental in starting the ball to rolling until the act of 
August Is', 1870, ‘‘ forbidding the employment of re- 
tired naval officers on any duty whatever” may be re- 
pealed.

ARMY ABUSES—OUR RECRUITING SYSTEM. 
IN TWO PARTS—PART II. 


The next class of recruits is the foreign. These are 
composed principally of Irish, German, and English. 
A few Scotch, French, Scandinavians and other 
nationalities appear. Some of these make faithful sol- 
diers, who serve out their terms of enlistment; but not 
one in three who succeed in passing the recruiting 
officer and the surgeon should be received, by reason 
of ignorance of the English language, drunkenness; or 
stupidity. 

1 will here give a statement of the number of recruits 
assigned to one regiment of cavalry, during the years 
1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, with the number of desert- 
ions during the same period, from which some useful 
information may be gleaned. There were:

Suppose we take this asthe average of the assign- 
ments to, and tbe desertions from, any one regiment 
for any consecutive four years. Whata melancholy 
spectacle does it present of our recruiting system! 
Only about 350 men out of nearly 1,300 who remained 
to serve out their enlistments! But to the quesiion. 
Why do these men desert? Is it because they are badly 
clothed, or fed or housed, or paid? Nothing of the 
sort. The Government provides most liberally for the 
soldier iu the way of food and clothing, and medival 
attendance, and, we say it boldly, that for the labor he 
does in time of peace the best paid man in this coun- 
try is the soldier. Every thing but the luxuries is pro- 
vided for him. His duties in the field are sometimes 
laborious, but in garrison it is seldom that a soldier has 
more than a day’s work in three to perform. 

Men desert because they are vicious vagabonds, who 
ought to have been detected as such wnen they pre- 
sented themselves for enlistment. If they were to 
receive $100 per month instead of $13 they would 
desert just as soon. There are one thousand profes- 
sional deserters in the Army to-day; men who desert 
from one regiment and enlist in another almost im- 
mediately. There are plenty of them who have been 
in six or seven different organizations 1n the space of 
two or three years. 

When the proclamation of the President was issued 
in 1873, pardoning old deserters, who should deliver 
themselves up before a certain period, there were scores 
of men in every regiment in the Service, who rushed 
to proclaim themselves deserters, and of this number 
a very large proportion deserted again within a short 
time after they had surrendered themselves. This 
proves what we have stated, that idle, vicious, drunken 
men enlist because they are in want. As soon as they 
are clad and fed, and receive a little money from the 
paymaster, they seek new fields, and when their vices 
bring them again to want, there is the never failing 
resource in the lieutenant in charge of the recruiting 
rendezvous, 

But, it may be asked, where is the fault? Who is 
to blame for such a state of affairs? It is not at all 
difficult for any officer of moderate intellect to an- 
swer the question. And primo, What was the neces- 
sity for enlisting all those old drunkards? No recruit- 
ing officer who is deserving of his position as a com- 
missioned officer, and no examining surgeon who is 
worthy of his Pa has any — to be deceived by that 
class of men. They can be detected by any person of 
good common sense, in a moment, and no person who 
can be deceived by them is fit to have charge of a 
rendezvous. 

Then as to the foreigners. Why should any recruit- 
ing officer be deceived? Do we not constantly receive 
men who have absolutely no knowledge of the English 
language? They are received upon the statement of 
the recruiting sergeant—the lieutenant in charge of the 
rendezvous never having seen them. They are physi- 
cally qualified and the examining surgeon has nothing 
to do with their mental qualifications—and he is very 
glad of it, forthe more men he examines the better 
show he thinks there is for his services being called 
into requisition, and, par consequence, the better for him 
pecuniarily. 

Secondly. These boys. Why should they be enlisted? 
It is absurd for the recruiting officers to say that they 
were deceived asto their ages. Why, when the recruits 
arrive at the headquarters of a regiment for distribu- 
tion, you can pick out the minors at a glance. And 
these boys are all discharged before the expiration of 
one year. 

These enlistments are made through the grossest 
neglect of duty on the part of the recruiting officers 
and the examining surgeons. And let us for a moment 
consider the cost of these boys, or rather the shameful 
waste of public money made on their account. Each 
one of them will receive an average of forty dollars’ 
worth of clothing at once. He will be transported to 
the headquarters of the regiment to which he is as— 
signed at an expense of $60 to $160, and, to the most 
remote posts, of $250. Then when he has been fed and 
quartezed, and paid for, say one year, at an expense of 
at least $300, and just as he is beginning to be of a 
little service as a soldier, he is discharged. Judging 
from one regiment, I think it safe to calculate that 
four hundred boys are thus discharged yearly, and they 

have cost the Government in the neighborhood of a 
quarter of a million of dollars, which amount has been 
more than thrown away. I know that this matter has 
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been called to the attention of the Chief of the Recruit- | 
ing. Service; that names of boys enlisted, with the | 
names of the recruiting officer and the examining sur- | 
geon were given, with a respectful suggestion, that the | 
money which these boys cost the Government be | 
charged to the officers. As no answerto the com- 
munication was ever received, it is not known whether 
it was considered necessary to take any action in the 
matter, 

One may say that it is all very well to grumble gen- 
erally at the way the Armv is recruited, but at the 
same time the inquiry is made as to the remedy. The 
remedy is easy enough. Put a stop to all this enlisting 
of bummers, drunkards, boys, and ignorant. foreigners. 
Then, it may be said, we will get no recruits at all. 
Not so, we will not get as many, but one good man is 
worth more thin ten bad ones, and as the Service be- 
comes more respectable a better ciass of men will ofter 
themselves for enlistment. Of what use are men who 
can never be trusted if they are within reach of a jug 
of whiskey or a grog shop? 

The ofticer in charge of a rendezvous -takes all the 
men who can pass the physical examination, for if he 
fails to make a good show he fears he will be relieved 
or have his comfortable station changed; and the ex- 
amining surgeon considers his employment the more 
certain as he passes the greater number of men. | 
now speak, of course, of the contract surgeons. Of 
our regular medical officers I have nothing to complain. 
The recruiting officer never expects to see again the 
men he enlists, for there is only one chance in fifty 
that they ever go to his own compuny or to his regi- 
ment. Now, if he had to enlist men for his own regi- 
ment, he would not dare to face the captains after 
filling up their cqmpanies with the vicious class of 
men he has taken. 

Then, we expect, as there is not a particle of reason 
or excuse for enlisting a professional loafer, or an old 
drunkard, or a minor, or a man who is ignorant of our 
language, I say that when one such is found in a de- 
tachment of 1ecruits, let the money which such a man 
has cost the Government, be charged immediately 
against the recruiting officer and the examining sur- 
geon. Make five examples of this sort and let them be 
published in General Orders, and we will save money 
enough in onc year to pay all the expenses of either of 
our recruiting depots. 

And now a word in regard to the matter of getting 
our recruits to their regiments. They are first sent to 
the recruiting depot at New York, or St. Louis, or 
Newport—then, perhaps, sent back over the same 
ground to the regimental headquarters. In this way, 
in a great many cases, transportation is paid for which 
there is no necessity, and the fecruiting expenses are 
uselessly increased. Now, if the colonels of the regi- 
ments were really the superintendents of the recruiting 
for their own regiments, they might order the recruits 
immediately from the respective rendezvous to the 
companies to which they are to be assigned. 

It would be all very well if the cou:panies of the 
regiment were all together at one post; but they are 
scattered sometimes thousands of miles apart, and it 
has not unfrequently occurred that recruits for a com- 
pany at Omaha were ordered past that point to a post 
in Wyoming, only to be ordered immediately back 
from the latter place to Omaha, a distance of more 
than five hundred miles, and at an expense per man 
to the Government of about one hundred dollars. 
This is a shameful and ridiculous waste of movey. 

Then recruits are held at the depots until sometimes 
some hundreds are sent off under the charge of an 
inexperienced lieutenant, without any old experienced 
non-commissioned officers to assist him; and the con- 
sequence is that drunkenness and rowdyism run riot 
in the detachment during the whole of the trip, and 
thus the Army becomes disgraced every time that such 
a detachment moves. There are absolutely no excep- 
tions. Drunkenness, rioting and murder are the con- 
comitants of these large detachments of recruits en 
route tothe regimental headquarters. And this method 
has been practiced for many years, and while com- 
plaints without number have been made of it. And 
the remedy is so easy. If a detachment does not ex- 
ceed twenty men, one intelligent officer and two good 
non-commissioned officers can always make it respect- 
able; but I have known a youth of twenty, just 
appointed in the Army, to be placed in comm nd of a 
large detachment of reciuits who were to go to a dis- 
tant station, without a respectable old soldier in the 
command to assist him. A mob like this has more 
terrors for a village on the line of the railroad, when an 
accident may detain them, than would all the villains 
let loose from a State prison. There are plenty of 
instances, on record where such mebs thus detained 
have taken possession ot villages, and literally cleaned 
them out. It may be inferred from what we have 
here stated that the present system of recruiting for, 
and keeping up the respectability of, the Army, is vu! 
very doubtful propriety. That is precisely whau we 
mean. 

We would propose to take the recruiting department 
entirely out of the hands of the Adjutant-General. 
Why it should have ever gone there, and why he should 





cling to it with such pertinacity, has for along time 
been a fhystery to many. The colonels of regiments 
and the captains of companies are those who take the 
most lively interest in this matter. Let the colonels | 
regulate the recruiting for their regiments, confining | 
themselves to such districts of country as the General | 
of the Army shall prescribe for their rendezvous. Let | 
them detail also such number of officers as the General! | 
shall direct to keep their regiments full. Hold the | 
recruiting officers strictly responsible that they take no | 
old drunkards, or minors, or married men, or disrepu- 
table characters Let the recruits be sent to the depot! 
or directly to the companies designated by the colonel | 


after them with a few good men. This costs no more 
than the present pernicious method of sending them. 
With a little care the Service will become mote re- 
spectable and a better class of men will enlist in the 
Army, and in case of another war we will have the 
nucleus of such an Army as we had in 1845. But this 


|is only one step that we can make in our advancement 


to respectability. There are not a few other abuses in 
the Army which I may perhaps discourse upon at a 
future day. me 


THOUGHTS ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 


BY A NAVAL OFFICER.—CHAPTER XVIII. (CONTINUED). 





“The nation that controls the sea controls the world.” 
The Bureau Work of the Admjralty Board Continued. 


Bureau of Recruiting, Appointment and Training.— 
The duties of this bureau sbould comprise all that 
relates to the recruiting, training, education, advance- 
ment or discharge of enlisted persons in the naval ser- 
vice, as well as the Congressional selection, examina- 
tion, appointment, education and training of all offi- 
cers of the Navy. 

It should have cognizance of the preparation, and, 
on approval by the Assistant Secretary, the publica- 
tion of the special regulations for harbor training 
ships, receiving ships, rendezvous (if any), practice 
vessels and ships of the home squadron of evolution, 
as well as the reeulitions of the Naval Academy, ex- 
perimental batter, and torpedo station. 

It should, undcr the supervision of the Secretary 
and Assistant Secretary, bave the entire charge of the 
progressive and continuous educational system of the 
Navy, and prescribe the course for each grade, and 
such changes in it as may pruve necessary, In accord- 
ance with the improvement or progress of the day. 

It should recommend the design of the buildings at 
the Naval Academy, and of the marine police barracks 
and other barracks at naval stations, and should nomi- 
nate for appointment or employment all professors, 
ussistant professors, chaplains, ship’s schoolmasters, 
sword instructors and other persons engaged in its 
special work or in the business of education or train- 
ing. It should determine upon all text books and 
educational works to be used in the naval service, and 
should prescribe the matter and manner of holding all 
mental examinations, subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of the Navy, conveyed through his execu- 
tive. 

Its representatives at dockyards and elsewhere should 
supervise all such work as may be committed to their 
care, and be responsible for the proper executica of all 
orders relating thereto. Jt should have the control of 
the inspection of all articles under its cognizance as 
shown by the allowance tables. 

All reports and communications relating to its special 
duties suould be referred to it by the Assistant Secre- 
tary for opinion, and, if necessary, transfer to the 
archives of the Bureau of Detail, Records and Dis- 
cipline. 

It should draw up for discussion by the full board, 
and the approval of the Assistant Secretary (if after 
discussion he should deem it advisable to approve the 
sume), all forms for commissions, warrants, appoint- 
ments, discharges, continuous service certificates, 
recommendations, ete., etc., which may come within 
its special cognizance. It should be held responsible 
for tumely recommendations as to the improvement of 
the course of education and training of the officers and 
enlisted men; and its representatives at the several 
dockyards and elsewhere, should be required to make 
regular examinations into the condition of the harbor 
training ships, receiving ships, rendezvous and prac- 
lice vessels, or State nautical scuool ships, and report 
relative thereto to the commandants of stations where 
they are on duty. 

It should estimate for the cost in detail necessary to 
carry out its duties as defined, and these estimates 
should be minute and carefully prepared, and it should 
keep its financial accounts in such torm as may be pre- 
scrived by the Secretary of the Navy. 

All orders relating to matters connected with this 
bureau should be drawn up under the direction of its 
chief and submitted for the approval of the Assistant 
Secretary. When favorably endorsed by him these 
orders should be transmitted to the persons to whom 
applicable, who should thereupon be held rigidly 
responsible for the execution of the same. 

lt should determine upcn and recommend all books, 
forms, blanks, etc., to be used in making its returns, 

The chief of the Bureau of Recruiting, Appointment 
und Training should from time to time make such 
recommendations to the Board of Admiralty at its 
meetings as he may consider advisable or necessary for 
the interests of the Government; and a careful and 
exact record should be kept of all such recommenda- 
tions; together witi the discussions relating thereto, if 
discussion should be had, and the reasons given 1n full 
for the approval or disapproval of said recommenda- 
tions 

Bureau of Yards and Docks.—The duties of this 
bureau should comprise all that relates to the construc- 
tion and maintenance in good order of all docks, slips, 
wharves, piers, quay walls, embankments, basins for 
ships and buildings of all kinds, for whatever purpuse 
needed, within the limits of Navy-yards or naval 
stations. It should not, however, prepare the plans 
or designs of such buildings as may be mentioned in 
connection with other bureats, but should estimate for 
and erect the same subject to the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, or his executive, the Assistant Secre- 
tary. ; 
lt should, in preparing these estimates, consult with 
the chief of the bureau from whose plans or designs 
they are prepared, and if in the course of suid con-

It should be charged with the purchase, sale and 





transfer of all land and buildings connected with Navy- 
yards or naval stations. It should repair and furnish 
all standing fixtures, except such as are enumerated for 
other bureaus, in buildings, stores, barracks and offices 
at Navy-yards and naval stations. It should, urder the 
direction of the Assistant Secretary, have cognizance 
of the general administration of the Navy-yards and 
minor stations, and should provide all the water and 
gas for all the buildings and for whatever other pur- 
poses they may be needed, and estimate for all the fuel 
and heating apparatus required. 

It should provide all landings, derricks, sheers, 
cranes, sewers, dredgers, railway tracks, fire alarms 
telegraphs, burglar alarms and watchmen detectors, 
elevators, cars and wheels, moveable steam cranes, 
trucks, grading, paving, walks, shade trees, ornamental 
structures, gardens, conservatories, enclosure walls and 
fences, ditchings, reservoirs, cisterns, steam fire engines 
and apparatus, stables, and all things necessary for the 
good order, ornamentation, or clerning of the yards, 
and protection of the public property. 

Its representative should be the chief of staff to the 
commandunt of the yard, and all mechanical and other 
labor of whatever kind or description soever, except 
such as may have been otherwise specified should, 
by the direction of the commandant, be under his 
especial cognizance and control—requisitions for said 
labor being made upon him by the representatives of 
the several bureaus, and when detailed, the Jabor trans- 
ferred to them by the captain of the yard, that is the 
chief of staff. 

It should have cognizance of all oxen, horse3, ard 
hired teams required for all purposes in or for the yard, 
and the necessary teamsters. It should, however, draw 
its subsistence for animals in requisition, as may be 
necessary, from the Depariment of Subsistence and 
Naval Stores, in charge of the representative of the 
Pay Corps. 

It should determine upon and estimate for all tools, 
stores, materials, means, and appliances of every kind 
used for its purposes, and the transportation, erection 
and repair of the same. 

Jt should draw up for discussion by the full board, 
and for the approval of the Assistant Secretary (if 
after exhaustive discussion he should deem it advisable 
to approve the same), all contracts for buildings, 
materials, etc., of all kinds, and sheuld nominute for 
appointment or employment all mechanics and labor- 
ers of all kinds, and estimate for the pay and wages of 
the same. 

‘The senior marine officer of the station should, under 
the direction of the captain of the yard, acting as chief 
of staff, perform tbe duties of civil and military engi- 
neer of the station, and with his subordinate officers, 
uave the control and charge of the marine police and 
marine guard of the station. The former should be 
quartered in the same barracks with tbe guard, and 
perform the same duties under the warrant officers of 
the Marine Corps, as are Low performed by ordinary 
watchmen going on duty at their respective posts with 
the police club and revolver. There should be at least 
three of these men to each numbered post, and the 
number of posts should depend upon the extent of the 

ard and the value of the property to be guarded from 
oss by fire or theft. 

This bureau, through its representatives, should 
have the sole control of the inspection of all materials 
needed for its special use, and of the buildings and 
standing fixtures in Navy-yards, as well as the super- 
visory control of articles stored in the stow houses 
under the direct charge of the representatives of the 
Pay Corps. 

All orders relating to matters connected with this 
bureau should be drawn up under the direction of the 
chief of yards und docks, and submitted for the con- 
sideration and approval of the Assistant Secretary. 
When favorably endorsed by him these orders should 
be transmitted to the commandant of the station to 
whom applicable, who should thereupen be held 
rigidly responsible for the execution of the same. 

Jt should determine upon and recommend all books, 
forms, blanks, etc., required in the execution of its 
work, and should keep its financial accounts in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Navy. Its representative at each Navy-yard, to wit: 
the captain of the yard or chief of staff to the com- 
mandant, should have under his immediate control and 
charge all clerks, accountants, draughtsmen and others 
employed in the office work of the several bureaus, 
and should require the same to perform all such 
clerical and other duties in the general staff building, 
except when special duties (such as those connected 
with mould loft work), should require them elsewhere. 
Its representative should also preside at the meetings 


‘of the Dock-yard Counvil of Administration, which 


meetings should occur ‘not less than three times a 
week. 

All reports, surveys, and communications relating to 
its duties should,be referred to it by the Assistant 
Secretary for opinion and preservation either in itsown 
archives or those of the Bureau of Detail, Record and 
Discipline. It should estimate for the cost in detail 
necessary to carry out its duties as defined, and these 
estimates should be minute and carefully prepared. 

The chief of yards and docks should from time to 
time make such recommendations to the Board of 
Admiralty at its meetings as he may consider advisable 
or necessary for the interests of the Government, and 
a careful and exact record should be kept of all such 
recommendations, together with the discussions re- 
lating thereto, if discussion should be had, and the 
reasons given in full for the approval or disapproval of 
said recommendations.

New Yorx Rrie Practice.—The rifle practice of the 
eeveral New York divisious during the coming season will 
be conducted in accordance with the following general reg- 
ulationy, us far as th» situation of the commands and the 
location of the ranges within the several division districts 
will ‘permit. The tirst practice in each division will be 
for the ma:keman’s badge by the present marksmen and 
tirst class shots with those certified two be sufficiently skilled. 
All quahfying will be éxempt from further practice during 
the year. Inspectors ot rifle practice may be authorized by 
their commanding officers to allow official scores made in 
any military match of a regular rifle association, at the 
prescribed distances and with the regulation rifle, as a 
qualification for the ;marksman’s badge. Marksmen’s 
badges will be issued through brigade commanders, who 
should prescribe the time aud manner of their presentation. 
The marksmen of 1875 will retain their badges until the end 
of the year, when, if they have failed to qualify, they will 
be required to surrender them, The troops not qualifying 
a6 marksmen sheuid ptactice in the third class (100 and 
350 yards), and those qualifying in the second class (300 and 
40) yards). Whevevcr toe time and the arrangewents of 
the ravge will permit, toose failing to qualify in any class 
should tire a second time in that class on the xame day, and 
those qualifying in the first class may shoot for the marks- 
man’s badge. In the latter part of the season the practice 
by those remainiug in the third and second classes should 
be repeated as above prescribed, and those who have passed 
into the first class should shoot for the marksman’s badge. 
The division commanders are also authorized in their dis- 
cretion to devote a day for a final practice for the marks- 
man’s badge, but the regular course prescribed is intended 
to require on the average but two days from each man. 
The attention of inspectors is called to paragraphs 367, 370, 
388, and 389, Manual. It is recommended that the scores 
in ciass firing should be kept by an officer or sergeant of a 
different regiment or company from that shooting. No one 
except officers and instructors should be allowed to shout 
with any class he dves not belong to. Whenever troops 
are not firing they should be practiced in e«timating dis- 
tances uader 300 yards, if it can be done without delaying 
the tiring (Manual, par 223, 224, 250, and page 196). Creed- 
moor may be used by members of the Natiunal Guard when 
= uniform on Mondays, Thursdays and Fridays without 
charge. 


Morsyemere. —The Yonkers Rifle Association opened the 
ball with their spring meeting in fine style on Friday, April 
28. Four matches were begun the first day, but only one 
completed. This was between three teams of five, one from 
the Amateur Club of New York, and the Senior and Junior 
teams of the Y. R. A., twenty shots per man, at 500 yards, 
on a carton target.

Orr-nanp SHooT1nc.—Our late correspondent from San

your Journa of April 1, an error occurred which material! 
altered the sense of the eheange in the rule which I pro: 
am made to say ‘the off-hand grasping the band.”’ I wrote or 
intended to write ** the off-hand grasping the barrel." Allowing 
for the difference in build of different min, I have no doubt 
equally with yourself and your correspondent of April 8 (Colonel 
Wingate, I presume) that the regulation position is more favor- 
able to good off-hand ney! with military rifles in the open 
than is the German position, but there are men who can shoot 
“way up" in that position, inetance four of the contestants 
in a recent match shot here “the three Charlies againet three 
others,” shot in that way, and their scores are hard to beat. 
Now the fact of these men being able to do so well in this unmil- 
itary porition leads others to adopt it, causing the spread of a 
bad “style” ii shooting. Why should not the rules be as 
strictly enforced in matches with military rifles between purely 
military men as in shooting for class position and “ marksmen’s 
badges +" You mtimate the rule is relaxed in the case of the 
former. As the season for rifle ehooting is just opening, this is, 
undoubtedly, the proper time to discuss these points.

New York Artitiery.—There are now four batteries of 
militia artillery in-New York city and Brooklyn, and it is 
the year 1876. Strange to say, these batteries are to-day 
using the same pieces that were used in the Mexican war— 
little brass six-pounders--and cannot get anything more 
out of the State. The same State 8 sixty or seventy 
of these old six-pounders, weighing about 850 pounds 
each, and for them the Ordnance Department has been 
offered twenty cents » pound—two cents over the market 
price—with the option uf taking new batteries of Napoleons 
or 3-inch rifles at low prices in exchange, and yet the Ad- 
jutant-General hesitates, and is afraid to issue the order to 
sell, possibly for fear he mo | be taxed with improper mo- 
tives. This is overstrained, aud does harm to the State 
service, and one effect of it is seen in a curious occurrence 
that has lately taken place. Lieutenant Hoelzle, com- 
manding ®Wattery K, First New York Division, a very en- 
thusiastic and capable artillery officer, was legally elected 
captain of his company, @nd has declined to commis- 
sioned on very peculiar grounds. He says that he will no 
longer undertake the responsibility of keeping up a battery 
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manual found in the city of Brooklyn. At the close of the 
drill, Mayor Schroeder made the regiment a s h, and 
the ceremonies concluded with a ball.

CatirorniA.—The first fatal accident that has hap- 
pened under the new system of rifle practice took place at 
San Francisco April 18. he “ Aita California” tells the 
story as follows: ** The particulars of tne affair have been 
ascertained from Captain H. J. Burns, of the Sumner 
Guard, who was of the target party, consisting of himself, 
Mr. H. G. Smith, a member of the Ritle Association, and 





armed with obsolete weapons ; that he is willing that it be 
disbanded, but not willing longer to continue in this state ; 
that he has protested and represented the facts again and 
again, and that the State government leaves him with 
useless guns, and carriages sv rotten that they break down 
when going at a walk over cobblestones. For these reasons 
he declines to accept a captain’s commission, and requests 
that his battery be either properly cures’ or disbanded. 
We sincerely hope that the former may be the case and not 
the latter. ‘'he Adjutant-General has 1t in his power to 
benetit the State service without cost to the State. Only 
last year there was established a new rvfle battery at Elmira. 
which is a pride to the State. Why should the city batte- 
ries continue as they are now,a mere disgrace, without 
tittings, with obsolete guns and carriages? We are sin- 
cerely glad that one of the artillery officers of the State has 
been found to protest against this condition of thjngs, and 
hope his prayer will be heard.

ORTY-SEVENTH NEw York.—On Tuesday, May 2, the regi- 
ment was reviewed at its armory by Mayor Schroeder, of 
Brooklyn, the men in tull dress unifurm. The line was 
formed with eight commands ot iwelve files, and filled three 
sides of the roum as it was. The rest of the men, enough 
to make three more commands, were dismissed for want of 
room.

Mr. Tenny. The latter was observing the target with a 
tield-glass, and keeping the score for Captain Buras and 
Mr. Smith. Young Graves was tending target, under cover 
of the usual protecting bulkhead or shelter, from which, by 
means of a string, the dangef flag is regulated. About 2:30 
o’clock, just after a shot, young Graves was seen to fall in 
front of the target. By t. erule of the signal he should not 
have been there. The red flag was withdrawn, indicating 
that the target was clear fora shot. Under this condition 
the shot was fired, probably by Captain Burns, as he was 
alternating with Mr. Smith. A messenger was dispatched 
for a surgeon, but the young man died almost immediately. 
Information was then forwarded to th coroner, who, on 
arrival, after hearing the statements of the gentlemen, or- 
dered the remains to be taken to the residence of the de- 
ceased’s mother, in South San Francisco, where an inquest 
was held. The marksmen subsequently reported the case 
to Police Judge Louderback, and were referred to the Chief 
of Police, whv upon learning the foregeing facts, dismissed 
the gentlemen, to appear as witnesses before the coroner’s 
jury. ‘The theory of this unfortunate accident is that the 
deceased left his pit, atter the danger si;;nal was withdrawn, 
for the purpose of adjusting the disc on the target, which 
had fallen, and placed himself in the range of the projectile, 
thinking he couid retreat before it avai. Careful experi- 
menis made on the ground afterwards goto contirm this 
theory. It was ascertained that the flight of the bullet oc- 
cupied about five seconds, which 1s the time 1t would take 
a person tospring from the pit tothe target. The deceased 
was struck in the top of the head, the ball passing through 
and lodging in the toot of the target.” 

The moral of this story is obvious. Side-marking butts, 
which from the account seem to have been used, are dan- 
g.rous, and should not be permitted. The only really safe 
target 1s the canvass sash target, whether with or without 
a dummy. The marker is never exposed then, even to re- 
place a disc. He orly pulls down his targe', and is safe. 


Montgomery (ALA.) Greys.—The semi-annual prize drill 
of the Moutgomery Greys took place at their armory April 
21, and was witnessed by a large number of ladies and gen- 
tlemen friends. So proticient has this company become in 
the manual of arms that only occasionally was one of the 
number compelled to “ fall out of ranks.” Captain Furger- 
son, Lieutenants Winter and Cooper, of the Governor’s 
Guard, were judges. Captain Winter, Lieutenants Engel- 
hardt and Joseph marched in thirty-tive men, and after a 
few evolutions turned them over to the judges. The men 
nerved themselves to the task, and there was hardly an 
one that expected to be turned down. But at 9:20 o’clec 
ten dropped out, and the remainder saw the judges meant 
business. With compressed lips they evergetically grasped 
their guns and went to work again. At 9:42 fourteen drop- 
ped out, leaving but eleven iu ranks. Being called to at- 
tention, the eleven went to work, each man being deter- 
mined to be the last one to walk out; but at 10:18 eight 
more stepped out, leaving only three, Sergeant W. G. Bibb, 
Corporal Paul Sanguinette, and Corporal W. 8. Hutching. 
The house was quiet as death, the color had lefé the mens 
faces, and their ips were clenched, tierce determination 
beivg visible in every movement, and the contest was pro- 
longed until nearly 11 v’clock. But it tinally reached a 
close, and the plume was awarded to Corporal Hutching. 
There 1s not a better drilled or a finer looking company of 
soldiers to be found in the South than the Greys. Every 
movement in their drill was executed with a quickness and 
recision that at once attracted attention and admiration. 
twas “uip and tuck” between the three men, and for 
some time it was hard to tell which would come out victo- 
rious. After the military exercises were over, the gay 
dance was indulged in till a late hour. 


PENNSYLVANIA.—The Fairmount Park and Centennial 
Comauttees have issued a number of rules for encainpments 
during the exposition. A perusal of them will show that it 
will be almost impossible for any regiment to go into camp 
on the grounds as offered, and they will have to be modi- 
fied, or Philadelphia will lose all the attractions of the pro- 
posed encampments. The rules are published as follows : 


First. No military organization of the State of Penneylvania 
or of any other State will be permitted to occupy said grounds 
without the special permission of the Governor of Pennsylvania, 
or of his authorized military officer. 

Second. ‘the names of cach military company, regiment, or 
battalion, and of the State, city, or county from whence they 
hail, together with the names of their commanding officers and 
etaff officers shall be furnished to tie Secretary of the Park Com 
mission at their uffice before such company, regiment or vat 
talion shall be permitted to occupy such grounds. 

Third. No mure than one piece of artillery shall at one time 
permitted within the limits of said grounds, and its firing be 
limited to one gur: at reveille early in the morning and one at 
retreat, about sunset. When occasion requires the firing o 
salutes, eix hours previoue notice thereof must be given to the 
captain of the Park Guard. that accidents to pedestrians, eques 
trians, and vehicles may be avoided. 

Fourth. No horses shali be allowed to be stalled or fed within 
the limits of said grounds. 

Fifth. No vehicle of any kind shall be permitted to remain 
within the grounds, except during the time of loading or unload- 
ing military equipments or supplies. 

Sixth. Nu trees or shrubbery shall be destroyed, cut, or in- 
jured. t 

Seventh. No structure of any kind, except military tents, shall 
be erected within the grouads except by special permission oj 
tuc Committee on Superintendence and Police. 

Kighth. No camp shall in any way encroach upon the adjoin- 
ing drives, bridle paths, or walks, or in any way interfere with 
the full and uninterrupted use of them by the citizens, 

Ninth. Each and every person encamping on the grounds is 
subject to all the existing rules, regulations, and ordinances of 
the Park Commission, and liable in case of infringement to the 
fines and penalties enacted therein. 

Tenth. The Governor of Pennsylvania assumes the reeponsi- 
bility for the proper use of the grounds, and of restoring them to 
the Park Commiccion in the same condition they were when first 
used fur military purposes, 

Eleventh. Printed copies of these conditions, etipulations, and 
restrictions, and the rules aud regulations for the government of 
Fairmount Park, must be furnished to all commanding officers 
of military organizations occupying the grounds, and such copies 
as sre furnishedjby this committee must at all times be conspicu-, 
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Twelfth. A sufficient military guard must at all times be main- 
tained within the grounds for the preservation of peace and order 
and the enforcement of these rules and regu’ations. 

Thirteenth. The Commissioners of Fairmount Park, their offi- 
cers, superintendents, park guard, and park keepers shall at ail 
times have access to the grounds. 

Fourteenth. This license to occupy the prounds for military 
purposes shall be revocable at any time when the Committee on 
Superintendence and Police, on account of a serious violation of 
the stipulations or a repeated breach of the rules and regulations 
by parties occupying the grounds, deem such action necessary 
for the proper maintenance and order of the park and the preser- 
vation of the peace and comfort of the public. 

The tenth rule is the only one under which there is any 
hope for the soldiery to be permitted to take any comfort. 
Governor Hartranft being an old soldier, can, if he chooses, 
assume the responsibility of permitting infringements of 
the’ more vexatious restrictions, if the regiments undertake 
to leave the grounds just as they found them. The ninth 
rule is especially absurd, as no stranger can be expected to 
understand Fairmount rules, and its enforcement would be 
a direct insult to the States whom Pennsylvania has invited 
to send representatives. The thirteenth rule will be partic- 
ularly absurd after taps, when the countersign is out. We 
foresee in its enforcement endless confusion and trouble. 
The fourteenth rule is the only sens‘ble one of the whole 
set. The ninth rule if enforced will prevent setting up 
tents, will totally prevent ditching them, sinks cannot be 
dug, if it is carried out, and the camp will be nc camp at 
all. Itis to be hoped that the authorities of Philadelphia 
will not persist in these vexatious rules, for if they do, they 
will drive away a great deal of very valuable custom and 
very possibly spoil their exhibition permanently, for people 
from other States will be disgusted at the narrow and in- 
hospitavle manner of their treatment, and stay away.

MassacuusETts.—We have received a letter from a cor- 
poral ot Company A, Fourth Battalion, which we iusert in 
substance. He says: “ It is unfortunate that your Massa- 
chusetts correspondent has given unnecessary publicity 
through your columns to the personal disagreement exist- 
ing between Major Wellington, of the Fourth Battalion, 
and some of his subordinates ; and especially it is to be re- 
gretted that in his hasty letter he has overlooked several 
facts. Company, A, Fourth Battalion, was invited to pro- 
ceed to Fort Moultrie in June next to join in the celebra- 
tion of the one hundredth anniversary of its capture, thence 
to proceed to Philadelphia as a part of the Centennial 
Legioh. ‘Tne invitation was accepted, and various ar- 
rangements made last fall with the verbal consent of Major 
Wellington. Later, objections were raised to a single com- 
pany of the battalion making this trip, to meet which the 
companies were invited to join Company A, all to go asa 
battalion, Major Wellington in command. . This invitation 
was declined by each of the companies, and all united in a 
request to Major Wellington to allow Company A to make 
the journey alone, as was originally intended. The liberal 
offer of Major Wellington as regards defraying the expenses 
of a trip to Philadelphia is known now through your 
columns for the first time. As to Major Wellington’s re- 
sponsibiliiy tor State property in hands of Company A or 
any other company, reference to sections 57, 63, and 66, 
chapter 320; Statutes of 1874 will show that he has none. 
The action of Governor Rice in not approving the display 
of personal feeling indulged in by Major Wellington will of 
course be critised. Major Wellington, although the most 
interested, has not yet resigned, nor is it known that other 
battalion commanders propose ‘to threaten to resign.’ 
Perhaps the major believes his dignity wiil be preserved 
and his honor best maintained by awaiting the effect of 
section 4 of the bill just passed by the Legislature, which 

rovides for the disappearance (temporarily it is to be 
hoped) of tield officers.” ‘ 

We print this letter as a sample of decided bad taste and 
insubordination. The spirit which treats the legally ex- 
pressed disapproval by a commanding officer of the im- 

roper action of his subordinates, a disapproval emphasised 
by the brigade and division commanders, as a mere ‘“‘ per- 
sonal disagreement,” is one which we fancied had disap- 
peared forever with the old barnyard and haymow train- 
ings. When it comes from a corporal it may be called 
rather cool, if not impudent. We sincerely hope that this 
corporal is not a fair sample of his AS ey and are 
confident that the rest will repudiate his folly. As far as 
our course. in the matter is concerned it way taken after 
due deliberation, on the side ot discipline, which was in- 
fringed and brought into contempt 7 this whole business 
atits close.

REcRUITS are so scarce in England that the estab- 
lishments of 24 militia regiments have been reduced 
from ten to eight, six, and in several cases even four 
com panies. 

Iv is reported by English papers that all the mitrail- 
leuses in the Russian army are to be replaced by 
9-pounder guns, but nothing official has yet trans- 
pired on the subject. 

Prussia was short of non-commissioned officers at 
the end of last year to the number of 4,865, but 
since then many of those whose term of service had 
expired have been induced to re-engage themselves 
for three years more by the promise of some civil 
employment at the end of their term, and on receipt 
of a comparatively large sum as bouity. The 
primary schools at which children are educated for 
the career of non-commissioned officers are so crowded 
that about 300 candidates have been rejected this 
year for want of room. Bat the richer the district 
the smaller is the number volunteering for a second 
time ,of service; and consequently in the Rhine 
rovinces, the kingdom of Saxony, and especially in 

uth Germany, non-cummissioned officers are scarcer 
than in othe parte of the German Empire, 
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FOREIGN I'rEMS. 


Tue guns about to be exhibited by Messrs. Krupp 
at Philadelphia arrived last week. The collection 
includes one of the newly-designed 35°5 centimetre 
guns. The largest gun exhibited at Vienna by the 
same firm was 30°5 gun of the same construction. 
The Philadelphia exhibits were shipped in a vessel 
belonging to the firm, which has for some time em- 
ployed four steamers of its own. 

Broad Arrow reports that the Franconia, a vessel 
having a portion of her bottom coated with Heyl’s 
composition, has since made two voyages to the 
West Indies. It is now found, on scraping off a part 
of the coating, that the iron plating beneath it is in 
as good a state as when she was first built, having a 
smooth and polished surface with no trace of rust. 
It states, too, that Heyl’s composition also possesses 
the valuable paewte of preventing the adhesion of 
barnacles, and thus prevents that diminution of speed 
hitherto invariably caused by those enemies of iron 
ships. 

Vienna journals announce that an ixternational 
Arctic Expedition is in contemplation. Austria, 
Russia, England, Germany, Norway, and the papers 
add, probably the United States, will take part in it, 
each nation contributing one vessel fully manned and 
equipped. The immediate object of the expedition 
will be to collect further data for the solution of the 
meteorological phenomena of the Polar Regions, and 
so to advance generally the science of meteorology. 
To carry out its task the expedition will endeavor 
to reach a latitude of between 76 deg. and 80 deg. 
north, Count Wilezek, who contributed 70,000 
florins towards the expenses of the Austro-Hungarian 
Polar Expedition will, it is said, again assist largely 
in organising the one now proposed, and himself ac- 
company the Austrian vessel. 

In a jubilant official order, the Viceroy of Tndia 
announces that H. R. H. Field Marshal the Prince 
of Wales has been appointed honorary colonel of 
eight native regiments, that four corps are granted 
the distinction of ‘**Queen’s Own,” end of wearing 
on their colors and appointments a Royal cypher 
within a garter, and four corps the distinction of the 
“ Prince of Wales’s Own,” and of wearing the Prince’s 
plume on their colors and appointments. The 
“* Queen’s Own” regiments arethe 2nd Bengal Native 
Light Infantry, the Corps of Guides, the Corps of 
Madras, Sappers and Miners, and the 3rd Bombay 
Light Cavalry. The “ Prince of Wales’s Own” are 
the 11th Bengal Larcers, 2nd Goorkhas (Sirmoor 
Rifles), 4th Madras Light Cavalry, and 2nd Bombay 
Native Infantry (Grenadiers). 

Tue return of the Prince of Wales to England was 
leisurely and marked by festivities at every port. On 
the 6th April he stopped at Malta to present a new 
stand of colors to the 98th regiment, and the cere- 
‘mony was followed by a review, in which the famous 
42d (the old Black Watch) and the 71st took part. 
The ceremony of flag presentation differs from that 
in our own country on account of the existence of a 
national church, the colors in question being pub- 
licly blessed by the Bishop of Gibraltar in full eanon- 
icals after an impressive service. The two junior 
lieutenants of the regiment received them kneeling, 
for in the English service they are always carried: by 
commissioned oflicers, who used on that account to 
be called ensigns. 

Tue late trials of the Shah, English iron frigate 
cased with wood, compare very favorably witb those 
of the Jnconstant, ber sister ship, which is at present 
claimed to be the swiftest war-ship in the world, 
The Shah is 5 feet longer, has 2 feet more beam, and 
1 foot more draught with the same horse power 
(7,500), and her speed fell short of that of the Jncon- 
stant only six hundredths of a knot per hour, with 
30 Ibs. steam. The mean speed was 167452 knots an 
hour. It reached 17-225 knots an hour during the 
trial. It was found that 45 revolutions gave a speed 
ot 12°130 knots; 30 revolutions, 8.011 knots; 2 
revolutions, 5323 knots; and that eight times as 
much fuel was requisite to maintain a speed of 16 
knots as to maintain a speed of eight knots an hour, 
The Shah will forthwith be fitted out as the flag-ship 
for the Pacific station of the British fleet. 

Tne Canadian papers give an interesting account 
of the sole regular force of Canada, the so-called 
Mounted Police of the Northwest. ‘The force consists 
of 29 ofticers and 300 men and horses, divided into 
six troops of 50 men each. It was formed in 1874 
for the protection of the traders (chiefly in fur) who 
frequent the country west of Manitoba and to sup- 
press the whiskey traffic. And in these two tasks, 
Major-General Smyth says it has been admirably 
successful.

Ix 1860, Henri Chaptal, a grenadier of the Guard, 
deserted. In 1869 he returned, thinking bis offence 
forgotten. An old corporal recognized and arrested 
the unhappy Chaptal, who was about to make a 
most advantageous marriage, and the lady’s appear- 
ance indicated that it was high time the ceremony 
took place. However, the ex-grenadier was led ott 
to prison with a vagabond named Maréchal. Maré- 
chal, moved by the tears of his companion in mis- 
fortune, and by some silver, consented to change 
places with Chaptal, and was sentenced to five years’ 
Imprisonment; though how this substitution was 
managed is a mystery. As for Chaptal, who was ac- 
quitted as Maréchal, he returned home, married, and 
became the father of a family. In due time Maré- 
chal returned from his penal settlement and made a 
clean breast of the matter, and this led to Chaptal 
being once more arrested. He was tried the other 
day and sentenced to three years’ imprisonment, and 
Maréchal has been handed over to the authorities of 
Brest to be dealt with according to law. 








THE Almanack fur Seiner Majestat Kriegs-Marine, 
1876 (Pola), which is the Austrian official naval 
almanxc for 1876, recently published, contains a 
nominal list of the navies of Europe, detailing the 
thickness of armor, the tonnage, displacement, the 
horse power, the armament carried, the material of 
which the ship is built, the date of her launching, 
etc., also details of the marine ordnance of the several 
States of Europe. The calibre, weignt, length, 
initial velocity, and system of rifling of the guns of 
England, Germany, France, Austria, Italy and Russia, 
are all carefully tabulated, and comparative tables 
are also appended of the performances of the several 
pieces. The third part of the almanac contains a 
number of mathematical, mechanical, astronomical 
and nautical formule likely to be serviceable to the 
naval officer. The fourth division gives well selected 
extracts from maritime regulations, and the whole 
work, bound up in the form of a moderate-sized 
pocket book, cannot fail to be a most useful book of 
reference to the naval officer of any country who can 
read German. 

Tue Russian engineer, Baranowski, who was re- 
cently ordered by the Emperor of Russia to make 
tracings fora railwav from Saratov to Ilezkaia, and 
another from Kuznezk to the junction of the Mullda- 
Turgai with the Sarybui-Turgai, has published a 
report on the subject in the Russian papers. The 
point of junction of the two Turgais, he says, will in 
all probability soon become a very important town, 
and the starting-place of four great lines of railways. 
These are—the line to Ekaterinburg via Troitzk, on 
the north; the line to India, via Taschkend and 
Turkestan, on the south; the line to Ilezkaia, west- 
ward; and the line to Akmolinsk, eastward, From 
the latter town there will be two other railways, one 
to Kuznezk and the other to Hankow in China, via 
Urumtchi and Lantchow. Already a company of 
traders and manufacturers from the governments of 
Moscow and Iwanov are preparing to establish a cot- 
ton plantation at this point, on a piece of ground 
highly favorable for the purpose at the other side of 
the Syr Darya. That point will thus become Russia’s 
future Alexandria, where Europe will trade with 
India and China, and the Atlantic communicate with 
the Indian Ocean and the Pacific. 


Tue narrative of a journey by land from Paris to 
Pekin, recently published by M. Victor Meignan, 
describes Russia as pursuing without ceasing her in- 
vading march in the far countries of the East as well 
as in the centre of Asia. Already she has possessed 
herself of the greater part of the Amoor, and has 
established a great military port at Viadi-Vostock on 
the Sea of Japan, so that a vety little labor will | 
suffice to open up a navigible route from the ocean | 
to the centre of Eastern Siberia. Already she has 
imposed a protectorate on Corea, and it is easy to 
foresee that she will soon render herself complete 
mistress of that country. Viewing this constant ex- 
tension of Russian territory in the east of Asia, M 
| Meignan suggests with much reason that when the 
Anglo-Russian conflict for supremacy on that conti- 
nent eventually breaks out, a second theatre of 
operations will probably be fourd at the gates of 
Pekin. For the rest M. Meignan dispels the very 
prevalent delusion that Siberia is nothing more than 
a large desert, peopled solely by political exiles. On 
the contrary, he describes the large towns as being 
great entrepots of commerce, inhabited by wealthy 
merchants, living in palaces filled with tropical

The American ration is unaltered. Analysing the 
elements of these rations, Major Santarelli argues that 
the total amount of food supplied to the soldier dur- 
ing time of war in the German, Russian, and English 
armies is amply sufficient to sustain an average man 
in good health, even when undergoing continuous 
exercise ; but that the ration given in the Austrian, 
French, and Italian armies is inadequate, and that 
in the two latter armies the food supplied in time of 
war contains smaller nourishing properties than even 
the peace ration. 

Engineering gives an account of the latest proofs 
of the 81-ton gun with the bore enlarged to 15 inches. 
The results obtained indicate increased velocities and 
reduced pressures in the gun. It will be noticed too, 
that the pressures were very uniform, with the ex- 
ception of that in the third round, which rose above 
the 25 tons per square inch assumed as the safe 
working limit, and compares with those exceptional 
pressures recorded in the fifth and six rounds of the 
first series where with charges of 230 Ib. and 240 Ib.

Arrangements will shortly be made for the transfer 
of the gun to the long ranges, where it will be tried 
against armor plates. The ultimate capacity ex- 
pected when the maximum bore of 16 in. is reached, 
is a penetration of 27 in. of solid armor at a range of 
1000 yards, and with a shot weighing 1800 lb. If 
the statements recently published in the Times be 
correct the performance of the great Krupp gun re- 
cently tried has given higher results than those re- 
corded above. The weight of this gun is 57.5 tons, 
and its calibre is 13.78 in. The projectile weighs 
1210 Ib., and the powder charge is 297 1b. In re- 
cent experiments it is stated that an Inflexible target 
with 24 in. plate was pierced at a distance of 1968 
yards. The muzzle velocity is given as 1640 ft., 
which would give a total energy in foot-tons of about 
22,600, and per inch of circumference of bore 523 
tons. The foot-tons per pound of powder charge, 
however, fails to 76.1, showing that the weapon is 
strained far more severely than our 81-ton gun, and 
it is to be regretted that the pressures per square 
inch are not published; they must be of necessity 
very great. 

Tue concluding experiments to test the efficiency 
of leak-stopping mats took place recently at Ports- 
mouth on board the Jnconstant, The test was in 
some respects the same as those which were applied 
on board the Ocean, at Devonport, but with a vital 
difference. At Devonport the mats were placed over 
the discharge-pipe, a little over 5ft. in circumference, 
5ft. Tin. below the water-line of the ship. The expe- 
riments on board the Jnconstant were made with 
reference more to the effects of torpedo discharges 
than to injuries sustained by ramming. The aper- 
ture was the condenser inlet, having a diameter of

The 
experiments were made in still water. 


Our English cousins are just now in some trouble 
overtheir ‘‘mess system,” on account of its expense, 
which seems to be becoming onerous. The Times of 
India says: “Out here the cost of living in British 
regiments is becoming much greater than it used to 
be. Enter the mess at dinner time, and abopt a 
dozen officers at the outside are found sitting down 
at table together. if one asks where all the others 
are, it will be found that three or four are candidates 
for the Staff Corps, and have gone to native regi- 
ments, half-a-dozen are going through a course of 
garrison instruction, and others are filling various 
appointments on the staff. Now, all these absentees 
make the expence fall heavily on those who remain 
‘with their regiments, and these complain bitterly 
that a British regiment now-a-days is merely a 
nursery for the Staff Corps. If in addition to all 
these things, the commanding officer is 8 man who 
thinks that the ‘credit of the regiment’ is dependent 
on keeping up a showy and costly mess, then the 
position of the officers is worse out here than at 
home, where the numbers are much greater. . . . 
But while British regiments in India have cause to 
grumble on this account, the case of messes in native 
regiments is well-nigh desperate. Two officers con- 
stitute the mess in many corps, and when one of 
these is asked out to dinner the other finds himself 
alone, and is glad to eat his cheerless meal as speedily 
as may be. In some regiments every officer is mar- 
ried, and in that case of course the mess ceases to 
have any raison d’étre, seeing that all the members 
take their meals in their own houses. Again, there 
being so few officers in a native regiment, the ex- 
pense of entertainments falls very heavily on each 
member, and particularly on the juniors.” 
great reasun for the present discussion on the mess 
system with which the English service papers are 
now full, is probably found in the abolition of the 
purchase system, and the entrance of men of good 
education but limited means into the army. Indica- 
tions also appear that an effort will soon be made to 
increase the pay of officers, so that a junior officer 
may be able to live on his pay, and with the general 
advent ef a class of poor but highly educated pro- 
fessional soldiers into the army, it is very probable 
that the old expensive and burdensome mess system 
will be replaced by one more suited to slender purses,

and that the “heavy swell” of the British army will 
follow the mess into the history of the past. 


Eneisn advices inform us that there were 450 
answers to the advertisements for tenders to raise the 
Vanguard, and that the Admiralty finally accepted 
the tender of a French civilengineer. It is proposed 
to have caissons 10 feet in diameter and 11 feet long, 
provided with two rings at the top and bottem, each 
of the lower rings having about 2 feet of chain, with 
a hook attached. The caissons will be attached to 
any good holdfast of the ship, and as the vessel is 





now lying upon her starboard side at an angle of 
about 70 deg., the contractor intends to right her 
and to passa chain round her, so as to make acradle. 
This chain he will attach to the caissons. In the in- 
terior of the ship about 2,000 air-balloons will be 
placed, each havirg a lifting power in water of one 
ton. The first work of the divers below water will 
be to attach the caissons by the chains to the vessel 
until a sufficient number has, been lowered to float 
the ship. Of course, she will only rise gradually, so 
the contractor intends to draw her to shallow water, 
and when he has brought her 60 feet, or thereabouts, 
from the level of the sea to her keel he will lower a 
floating dock and catch her. The contract provides 
that the Admiralty, or any officer appointed by them, 
are to have free access at all times during the opera- 
tion of raising. The hull must be delivered whole 
and entire, not cut or broken, except what was done 
by the accident; the stern post, no doubt, having 
suffered from the shock when it struck the ground. 
Operations are to be commence as quickly as possi- 
ble, and carried on with dve diligence whenever the 
weather allows. It is understood that an English 
engineer will have the entire superintendence of the 
work, which commences the present week. In No- 
vember the Vanguard was 8 feet 6 inches in the sand, 
and since then more sand has drifted round her. If 
she is raised, it will undoubtedly be a great engineer- 
ing feat, and we shall await accounts of progress with 
much interest. 


A PARLIAMENTARY paper has lately been issued by 
the British government upon the subject of Martini- 
Henry rifles. The first portion of the return gives a 
precis of reports from regiments, on the special firing 
of ten rounds from the rifles as first issued. These 
reports are generally favorable to the new rifle. The 
second portion is occupied by the reports received 
during the year 1875 with respect to alleged detects. 
On the 5th of October, 1875, a conference of officers 
was held at the War Office. After deliberation, it 
was agreed to recommend that 1,000 rifles be altered 
according to a plan which had already been success- 
fully tried at Enfield. The necessary parts could be 
prepared and fitted at the headquarters of the regi- 
ments selected. The new components were com- 
pleted by the 15th of November, and four skilled 
mechanics proceeded to several respective stations to 
fit the requisite number of arms belonging to the 
several regiments. The alterations made in the 
action were as follows: The shouider of the rifle was 





removed, and that portion of the trigger rounded off 
concentrically with the axis of the trigger pin. A 
kouckle piece was riveted and braced on to the 
trigger guard; its inner surface closely fitting the 
rounded portion of the trigger. The tumbler rest 
and tumbler rest axis-pin were dispensed with. The 
lower arm of the tumbler was lengthened, and a 
bent cut therein, in which the nose of the trigger 
beds. The under surface of the block was recessed, 
in order to admit of free play of the lengthened 
tumbler, The pressure of the trigger spring on the 
trigger was reduced. The objects in view in design- 
ing these alterations were as follows: The removal of 
the liability to accidental discharge of the gun in 
closing the action, through the admission of sand or 
other foreign substance. The furnishing of a simple 
and effective method of working the action in the 
absence of any support given by the shoulder of the 
trigger. A better proportioning of the two pressures 
on the trigger, so as to secure greater cegulaatiy in 
the pull off. These alterations being generally found 
improvements by the officers who were directed to 
report upon them, it was decided that the alterations 
might be adopted both for land and sea service ; and 
steps are being taken accordingly, so that the British 
army will shortly be supplied with what, in the 
opinion of British officers, is termed a rifle superior 
to any arm yet introduced into the service,
